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Police-Activist Relations Collapse 


Hongisto Accused 
Of Suppressing 
Freedom of Press

Accusations that Chief of 
Police Richard Hongisto last 
week ordered the confiscation 
of copies of the May 7 issue 
San Francisco Bay Times, a 
lesbian and gay bi-weekly, be¬ 
cause he didn’t like the cover 
have led to calls for his sus¬ 
pension. 

Hongisto has flatly denied 
the charges. 

“I’ve seen the newspaper 
and I was displeased with 
what I saw but at no time did 
I order anyone to remove the 
paper from the streets,” 
Hongisto said. 

Mayor Frank Jordan called 
for the Police Commission to 
investigate the charges. 

“I am asking Judge Harry 
Low, president of the Police 
Commission, to, after proper 
notice, hold an executive ses¬ 
sion on Thursday to deter¬ 
mine the facts of Chief 
Richard Hongisto’s involve¬ 
ment, if any, in an incident 
last week involving the re¬ 
moval of copies of San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay Times from its 
newspaper racks,” Jordan 
said in a press release. 

The paper’s cover features 
a photo of a woman dressed 
in a police uniform caressing 
a protruding makeshift police 
baton positioned to look like 
a penis. A photograph of 
Hongisto’s head was pasted 
atop the body. The cover 
caption reads “Dick’s Cool 
(Continued on page 25)

Mayor Frank Jordan and 
Police Chief Richard Hongis¬ 
to defended the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department’s mass 
arrests of protesters on Mar¬ 
ket Street May 8, despite the 
fact that police were observed 
blocking the designated 
march route and not allow¬ 
ing protesters to disperse 
when ordered. 

Police officials, including 
Cmdr. James Arnold, insist 
that marchers veered off the 
route from Dolores Park to 
Duboce Park and that the es¬ 
timated 500 arrests were justi¬ 
fied because some in the 
crowd who are members of 
radical political groups were 
chanting “downtown, down¬ 
town,” indicating they might 
have been out to do damage. 

Jordan said at a news con¬ 
ference May 11 that he want¬ 
ed to “find a common sense 
approach” to the rights of 
demonstrators. 

“This is not going to be a 
police state. Let’s use com¬ 
mon sense here,” Jordan said. 

But, Jordan also said that 
there were limits to freedom 
of speech and spoke of the 
“delicate balance” needed to 
protect property rights and 
personal rights of those not 
participating in demonstra¬ 
tions. 

He called for the develop¬ 
ment of a “crowd control 
manual for citizens,” so orga¬ 
nizers of rallies would know 
how to hold demonstrations

Leaked Document Reveals 
Federal AIDS Research Cut

The federal government is 
planning to shift $900,000 
from AIDS programs to ad¬ 
ministrative costs according 
to a memo leaked from the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services. The memo 
complains that the 1992 bud¬ 
get passed by Congress cut 
the funding for the National 
AIDS Program Office 
(NAPO) by approximately 33 
percent, or $1.3 million. The 
shift is an attempt to restore 
most of that money. 

The agencies asked to pro¬ 
duce the money are the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health, the 
Centers for Disease Control, 
the Health Resources Ser¬ 
vices Administration, and the 
Alcohol, Drug Abuse and 
Mental Health Agency. The 
four divisions of the Public 
Health Service carry out the 
bulk of the federal govern¬ 
ment’s AIDS research, pre¬ 
vention and treatment efforts. 

Over the past year, these 
agencies have been the sub¬ 
ject of increasing complaints 
for not doing enough to com¬ 


bat AIDS. Anthony Fauci, the 
government’s top AIDS re¬ 
search administrator, has pub¬ 
licly complained that he is 
only able to fund about half 
the “scientifically justifiable” 
AIDS research. A recent re¬ 
port by the National Minority 
Coalition on AIDS found the 
government deficient on all 
levels in providing AIDS ser¬ 
vices to people of color. Pre¬ 
vention programs for non¬ 
whites were particularly hard 
hit last year. They lost $15 
million in funding from the 
Centers for Disease Control, 
sparking a continuing contro¬ 
versy. 

“Though this may not 
seem like a significant 
amount in the context of the 
federal budget, $900,000 can 
go a long way in protecting 
America from this disease,” 
wrote Terry Beswick of the 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund in a letter of protest to 
Assistant Secretary for Health 
James Mason. 

Rayford Kitle, a spokesper¬ 
son for the Department of 
Health and Human Services 
defended NAPO as perform¬ 


ing essential coordinating and 
policy functions. 

“Every other week, NAPO 
gets together all the agencies 
in the department with AIDS 
programs to coordinate their 
activities. The office also clar¬ 
ifies AIDS policy issues for 
Dr. Mason,” Kitle said. 

But Beswick and other 
critics complain that NAPO is 
ineffective. Neither NAPO 
nor any other organ of the 
government has responded to 
last year’s report by the Na¬ 
tional Commission on AIDS, 
for example. That report 
called for a cabinet-level pro¬ 
cess to create a unified nation¬ 
al response to the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. 

“We do need an office to 
coordinate AIDS agencies, 
but NAPO hasn’t been given 
the necessary authority or re¬ 
sponsibility,” Beswick told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “When 
Congress cut NAPO’s appro¬ 
priation this year, it was be¬ 
cause it felt the money was 
better spent on programs 
than on administrative over¬ 
head.” ▼

State Bill Targets Rectal Practices

Colonic irrigation is a kind 
of deep enema aimed at flush¬ 
ing out the entire large intes¬ 
tine. Its purpose is to soften 
and remove accumulated tox¬ 
ins and wastes in the bowels. 
It also supposedly rehydrates 
the entire body to aid in the 
elimination of pollutants. 
Through the years, such ther¬ 
apy has obtained a wide fol¬ 
lowing, though like other 
practices involving the anus, 
polite society has chosen to 
ignore the subject. 

Now, a curious bill wend¬ 
ing its way through, the Cali¬ 
fornia Legislature wants to 
ban colonics and severely re¬ 
strict enemas in general. The 
bill, AB 856, was introduced 
at the behest of the California 
Medical Association by As¬ 
semblywoman Tricia Hunter 
of San Diego, who is a regis¬ 
tered nurse. 

Critics are charging that 
the proposed law is another 
step by the medical establish¬ 


ment to limit competition 
from unconventional thera¬ 
pies. 

Under AB 856, colonic 
therapy would be absolutely 
prohibited. Enemas could be 
performed only by a licensed 
physician and then only for 
eight carefully described pur¬ 
poses. Violators of the law 
would be subject to imprison¬ 
ment for up to a year and/or a 
fine of up to $10,000. 

There is a big loophole, 
however: Enemas given as 
part of “domestic administra¬ 
tion of family remedies” 
would still be permitted. The 
apparent effect of the bill 
would be to drive alternative 
rectal procedures under¬ 
ground, rather than regulate 
them to make them safer. 

“This is a matter of free¬ 
dom of choice,” objected Con¬ 
nie Allred of Los Angeles, 
who is president of the Amer¬ 
ican Colon Therapy Associa¬ 
tion. “We are not practicing 
medicine but helping people 
learn how to care for them¬ 


selves in a polluted environ¬ 
ment. Why can’t people de¬ 
cide what they can do with 
their bodies? First it’s women 
and their vaginal tract, now 
they’re trying to regulate the 
whole body.” 

Colonics on occasion have 
been recommended to people 
with AIDS as a way of im¬ 
proving overall immune func¬ 
tion. Although no data exists 
to confirm colonic therapy’s 
usefulness, any relaxing pro¬ 
cedure will lead to a better 
quality of life. 

Proponents definitely con¬ 
sider colonic therapy a com¬ 
forting experience. While un¬ 
dergoing irrigation, the client 
concentrates on deep breath¬ 
ing to help circulate the water 
and pull it into the tissues. A 
kind of abdominal massage is 
also applied. Meanwhile, the 
assisting therapist is available 
to talk about life’s problems. 
Viewed in this context, how 
can it hurt?

Bike-a-Thon

San Francisco will be one 
of 200 cities around the world 
participating in the 9th Inter¬ 
national AIDS Candlelight 
Memorial and Mobilization 
May 17. 

Local participants will 
gather at 8 p.m. at the corner 
of Castro and Market Streets — 
continuing the global event 
that will have begun 22 hours 
earlier in New Zealand. 

“As night falls across the 
planet the candlelight moves,” 
local organizer Paul 
Boneberg said. “This, the 
world’s largest AIDS event, 
exists to support people living 
with HIV and to remember 
those who have died. It is an 
empowerment vehicle. It is 
not solely a grief ceremony, 
it’s our intention that people 
with HIV be the principal fo¬ 
cus.” 

Local participants will 
march to City Hall for a short 
ceremony where AIDS Hero 
Award recipients will speak. 

People with AIDS started 
the memorial in 1983 and Mo¬ 


bilization Against AIDS has 
organized it since 1985. 

“The theme each year is to 
organize a vigil in cities or na¬ 
tions that have never ac¬ 
knowledged that there are 
people with AIDS living 
there,” Boneberg said. “That 
is the beginning of political 
organization, there has to be 
visibility before anything else 
can occur. The first candle¬ 
light memorial in a city 
changes everything and that 
is our focus.” 

Bucharest, Romania, and 
Cologne, Germany, are 
among the cities participating 
for the first time this year^ 
The event also includes 100 
American cities and small 
towns. 

The Candlelight will be 
followed by National AIDS 
Lobby Day May 18. Delega¬ 
tions led by people with 
AIDS will meet with mem¬ 
bers of Congress to press for 
increased federal funding for 
AIDS-related medical ser¬ 
vices, education and research. 


More than twelve hundred 
athletes participated in the 
8th annual AIDS Bike-a-Thon 
on May 9, together raising 
$226,735 for services to people 
with HIV. 

The event, which is spon¬ 
sored by Different 

Spokes/San Francisco, a les¬ 
bian, gay and bisexual biking 
club, is the largest grass-roots 
AIDS fundraising event in 
Northern California. The 
Bike-a-Thon has raised more 
than $1.95 million since 1985 
for AIDS agencies. 

Bikers took off on their 25-, 
62- or 100-mile journeys as 
early as 6 a.m. from the Pre¬ 
sidio athletic field, some tak¬ 
ing up to 10 hours to com¬ 
plete their course. Organizers 
say that this year riders came 
from as far away as Ken¬ 
tucky, Utah and Nevada to 
participate in the event. 

As they wearily coasted 
back into the athletic fields at 
the conclusion of their rides, 
bikers were treated to lunch 
by Project Open Hand, free 
massages and hours of enter¬ 
tainment by local musicians 
and comedians. 

Because the day was run 
entirely on volunteer steam, 
and all costs of the event 
were covered by donations 
from sponsors, every dollar 
raised by the bikers is going 
directly to the 15 selected 
agencies. 

According to Mike Moser, 
the chairperson of rider regis¬ 
tration, each rider had the op¬ 
tion of designating their funds 
for a particular agency, and 
less than 5 percent of the total 
funds raised were undesignat- 
ed. 

John McEnhill, the event’s 
publicity chairperson, said 
that the 15 agencies were se¬ 
lected with the criteria that 
they must provide direct ser¬ 
vices to people with HIV. 
He acknowledged that be¬ 
cause the event is entirely vol¬ 
unteer supported, agencies 
that could provide volunteers 
were more likely to have 
been selected. 

The three agencies receiv¬ 
ing the greatest amount from 
the fundraiser were Project 
Open Hand, Project Inform 
and Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services. Other bene¬ 
ficiaries include 18th Street 
Services, AIDS Emergency 
Fund, AIDS Project of the 
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Community News

Group Provides Peer Support 
For HIV-Positive Youth

“This is a chronic illness 
you’re going to have to deal 
with for the rest of your life. 
Getting support from your 
peers is the most powerful 
thing.” — Jim Neiss 

“I have this equation in my 
mind: The more help you 
get, the stronger you’ll be for 
other people. I’m getting a 
lot of support, and with that 
strength I want to help others 
do the same.” — Johnnie Nor¬ 
way. 

Those are the words of 
two insightful HIV-positive 
young gay men, who, at the 
age of 21, have taken it upon 
themselves to help their peers 
cope with HIV. 

With the help of Bay Area 
Youth Positives and Laven¬ 
der Youth Recreation and In¬ 
formation Center, Johnnie 
Norway and Jim Neiss are 
founding and facilitating a 


peer support group for HIV¬ 
positive gay men under 24. 
Although six support groups 
already exist for youth with 
HIV, Neiss and Norway’s 
group will be the only one 
that is 100 percent youth con¬ 
ceived and facilitated. 

“Many AIDS service 
providers want to parent you, 
but they don’t want to listen 
to you because you’re young,” 
Neiss said. “Young people 
have our own culture and it’s 
important to find support 
within that culture.” 

According to LYRIC’s HIV 
educator, Mark Chuckle, 94 
percent of the people 25 and 
under who test HIV positive 
are gay and bisexual men. 

“LYRIC is a safe space for 
a lot of young gay and bisex¬ 
ual men and we feel we 
should utilize that space for 
HIV-positive young gay and 
bisexual men,” Chuckle said. 
“The other groups out there 


aren’t real conscious of age as 
a factor in their participants’ 
needs. It’s important for 
young people to talk about 
how HIV affects them given 
that they haven’t yet been 
able to achieve the things 
they want to in their lives.” 

As they brainstormed to¬ 
gether over what was missing 
in existing groups, and what 
they envisioned as ideal, 
Neiss and Norway found 
themselves departing quite a 
bit from the models that are 
already in operation. 

Their final plan is a closed 
10-week support group limit¬ 
ed to eight participants who 
must commit to attending 
throughout. Neiss and Nor¬ 
way will interview all poten¬ 
tial participants “so they can 
meet us and have a connec¬ 
tion to the group” and so Nor¬ 
way and Neiss can be certain 
they pick a group that will

Hillary Clinton, Ferraro 
Wow Rights Fund Dinner

According to Tim 
McFeely, executive director 
of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund, Hillary Clinton’s 
appearance at the San Fran¬ 
cisco chapter’s annual dinner 
May 8 was the first time any 
major presidential candidate 
or spouse has attended a les¬ 
bian and gay event this elec¬ 
tion year. 

Clinton joined Geraldine 
Ferraro, the former vice pres¬ 
idential candidate who is run¬ 
ning for the U.S. Senate in 
New York, in addressing the 
650-person black-tie gathering 
about her commitment to les¬ 
bian and gay issues. 

“My husband is very sup¬ 
portive of a variety of issues 
important to the lesbian and 
gay community,” Clinton said. 
“First and foremost, he sup¬ 
ports increased funding for 
AIDS. He believes we need a 
‘Manhattan Project’ to deal 
with the epidemic. 


“He is committed to elimi¬ 
nating the executive order 
against gays and lesbians in 
the military, and he supports 
legislation that would estab¬ 
lish lesbian and gay civil 
rights,” she said. 

“Those commitments are 
part of his general approach 
to inclusiveness and his broad 
sense of community, which is 
for all Americans who feel 
left out or overlooked,” Clin¬ 
ton said. 

McFeely said that although 
the Campaign Fund has not 
made an endorsement for 
president, Clinton’s appear¬ 
ance at the event was very 
important. 

“I think it represents re¬ 
spect. She respects the polit¬ 
ical power of the community 
and the people who comprise 
it. I think it’s important that 
the community recognize that 
respect,” he said. 

Merrily Malone, one of the 
dinner’s co-chairs, agreed that 
Clinton’s presence said a lot. 


“She is totally supportive 
of our political needs and our 
civil rights,” she said. 

Ferraro, who was the 
keynote speaker of the event, 
took more time than Clinton 
to detail her agenda for les¬ 
bian and gay issues if elected 
to the Senate. 

Ferraro said she would be¬ 
gin by co-sponsoring the les¬ 
bian and gay civil rights bill 
and would push for additional 
funding for the Ryan White 
CARE Act. 

“We have to get serious 
about looking for a cure,” she 
said. 

She added that she would 
work to make sure that immi¬ 
gration laws are non-discrim- 
inatory and lift restrictions on 
lesbians and gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 

“My voice is one that gets 
heard, and I want this com¬ 
munity to know that it will be 
heard on these issues and 
against discrimination,” she 
said. ▼

Pulitzer Prize-winner Su¬ 
san Faludi joined forces with 
Texas satirical writer and 
journalist Molly Ivins for a 
conversation about politics, 
women and the future of fem¬ 
inism. 

Faludi wrote “Backlash: 
The Undeclared War Against 
American Women,” which 
won the prestigious Book 
Critics Circle Award, and 
Molly Ivins wrote “Molly Ivins 
Can’t Say That, Can She?” 


Supervisors Roberta Acht- 
enberg and Carole Migden 
presented the duo with a 
proclamation recognizing 
their contributions to femi¬ 
nism and women’s roles in 
journalism and politics. 

Faludi and Ivins shared 
their thoughts about femi¬ 
nism in the ’90s. 

“We were silent for the 
miserable decade of the ’80s. 
But Anita Hill brought our 
voices back,” Faludi said, pre¬ 
dicting a great movement for¬ 
ward in the coming decade. 

“I think the real women’s 
issues are poverty and vio¬ 
lence. The rest of it is all 
fluff,” Ivins said.

Trial Set in FBI 
Hiring Bias Case

A December trial date has 
been set for a class-action dis¬ 
crimination suit against the 
FBI over allegedly anti-gay 
hiring policies. 

On May 5, U.S. District 
Court Judge Saundra Arm¬ 
strong dismissed a motion by 
the FBI to reconsider her pre¬ 
vious ruling that former FBI 
special agent Frank Buttino 
had “persuasive evidence” 
that he was fired in 1990 after 
officials discovered that he 
was gay. 

Buttino had served as a 
special agent for 20 years. 

The FBI had previously ar¬ 
gued that Buttino’s top-secret 
security clearance had been 
revoked because he allegedly 
lied to investigators about his 
sexual orientation after he 
was “outed” in an anonymous 
letter. 

Buttino’s lawyer, Richard 
Gayer, argues that the FBI has 
“long had an anti-gay policy” 
and that Buttino is just anoth¬ 
er victim of the discrimina¬ 
tion. 

Armstrong set a trial date 


of Dec. 14 in Buttino’s case. 

“I’m convinced of win¬ 
ning,” Gayer said. “The judge 
knows that the FBI is lying to 
her and that’s very bad once a 
judge knows it.” 

According to Gayer, “the 
evidence is overwhelmingly 
against the government. 

“They’ve made up stories 
about why they got rid of 
Buttino but it was because he 
was gay,” the lawyer said. 

Dana Tillson, who applied 
to the FBI in 1987, has also 
been added to the lawsuit. 

Tillson, according to Gay¬ 
er, was told when she was in¬ 
terviewed for a position that 
she was “the number one can¬ 
didate in San Francisco.” But 
in a second interview, she 
was asked extremely specific 
and detailed questions about 
her sex life and was told that 
her sexual practices were ille¬ 
gal in half of the states in the 
country. Tillson was rejected 
for the post. 

“But, one of the interview¬ 
ers told her that she would 
probably be able to file a law¬ 
suit against the agency,” Gay¬ 
er said.V 


New Library's Design 
Draws Critics' Ire

A design decision by the 
Planning Commission makes 
it increasingly likely that 
patrons of the Gay and Lesbian 
Center at the new Main Li¬ 
brary will be greeted by the 
building’s cold shoulder when 
they get off the bus. 

People traveling from Mar¬ 
ket and Castro by public tran¬ 
sit will arrive at 8th Street and 
Grove or the Muni Metro stop 
one-half block away. But the 
nearest library entrance is 
halfway down Grove and what 
you will see from Market is 2Vi 
stories of bare wall with no 
windows. 

“It looks like a penal institu¬ 
tion,” Mary Anne Miller, a pro¬ 
fessional urban planner who is 
on the board of San Francisco 
Tomorrow, told commission¬ 
ers. “We want a library for the 
21st century.” 


SFT is the noted multicul¬ 
tural citizens lobby that ad¬ 
vocates for friendly urban 
design. The group also sup¬ 
ported Prop. S, the domestic 
partners measure, in 1989. 

Planning commissioners 
turned a deaf ear to Miller and 
numerous concerned citizens 
and future neighbors of the 
building. They voted to deny 
any provision for design 
review, and Chair Sidney 
Unobsky ordered the micro¬ 
phone turned off while a critic 
of the plans was testifying. 

Library Commission Presi¬ 
dent Steve Coulter said that 
only some members of SFT 
are unhappy with the plans. 

“The argument is which is 
the front door and which is the 
back door,” he said. “SFT has 
been less than helpful at every 
stage of the game.” He called 
concerns raised by SFT “a

Pro-Choice Activists Protest 
Operation Rescue's Godfather

More than 150 pro-choice 
demonstrators gathered May 
6 evening to ridicule, expose 
and annoy participants of a 
fundraising dinner for Califor¬ 
nia Coalition for Life and 
their honored guest, the “God¬ 
father of Operation Rescue,” 
Joseph Scheidler. 

The coalition of activists, 
which included members of 
Bay Area Coalition for Our 


Reproductive Rights, Queer 
Army and the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence, created 
a bizarre spectacle in front of 
the Ramada Hotel on Market 
Street in order to publicize 
Scheidler’s record and views. 

Although some of the 
protesters were soberly chant¬ 
ing pro-choice slogans and 
carrying placards, others, 
dressed in monk garb, were 
blessing passers-by with cross¬ 
shaped wire hangers and 


beating themselves and each 
other with rubber chickens. 
They were at a loss to explain 
the symbolism of the chick¬ 
ens. 

“We really want to throw 
the metaphorical pie in Scheid¬ 
ler’s face — be real light¬ 
hearted and silly. Scheidler 
is the buffoon of the religious 
right,” Angela Bocage of BA- 
CORR said. “But there is a 
serious side to this. He has

McCarthy for U.S. Senate 


T he Bay Area Reporter endorses Lt. Gov. Leo Mc¬ 
Carthy for the six-year Senate seat being vacated 
by retiring Sen. Alan Cranston. 

While McCarthy’s opponents, Congressmem- 
bers Barbara Boxer and Mel Levine, are both, as Mc¬ 
Carthy, respectable candidates and longtime friends of 
the gay and lesbian community, we believe McCarthy’s 
track record and experience of holding statewide office 
for more than a decade give him the edge in this race. 

McCarthy, lieutenant governor for 10 years, has 
manned the opposition’s front-line in Sacramento 
through two reactionary Republican administrations. 

His record on gay and lesbian issues is unblemished. 
As speaker of the Assembly, McCarthy helped pass Cal¬ 
ifornia’s landmark “consenting adult” law. He co-au- 
thored California’s first gay rights bill, AB 1, and support¬ 
ed AB 101. He has pledged to fight for passage of a fed¬ 
eral gay rights bill. He supports domestic partners legis¬ 
lation and legalization of gay marriages. 

McCarthy has been at the forefront of the fight against 
gay bashing and hate crimes. His Commission on the 
Prevention of Hate Violence has focused attention on the 
problem in communities all across the state. He also co¬ 
authored SB 98, the law that toughened criminal and civ¬ 
il penalties for hate crimes. 

McCarthy is a seasoned veteran of brawls with Lou 
Sheldon and fundamentalists who would deny gays and 
lesbians protection under the law. 

McCarthy’s voting record is 100 percent pro-choice and 
pro-environment. 

He is an AIDS activist and opposes punitive and re¬ 
strictive AIDS measures. He co-authored opposition to 
Prop 102, which would have required health departments 
to track HIV-positive people. And he’s pledged to see 
that adequate funds are promulgated to care for HIV-pos¬ 
itive individuals and to help find a cure. 

McCarthy has the business sense to help get people 
back to work. He’s committed to improving trade rela¬ 
tions with Pacific Rim nations, which is vital to a healthy 
California economy. 

The Democrats are going to need a formidable candi¬ 
date to take on likely Republican challenger Tom Camp¬ 
bell, who reportedly will appeal to moderate voters. Mc¬ 
Carthy can meet that challenge. 

We have to decide between three excellent candidates 
for this post. McCarthy is the most qualified.

Posters Reclaim Morality 


L ast week’s guest editorial by Elliot Anderson 
questions the wisdom of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation’s new poster campaign 
which takes back right-wingslogans that have 
been used to condemn gay men or to legislate sexual 
or reproductive rights. As developers of this campaign 
we’d like to respond. 

Mr. Anderson believes that “promoting a moral 
discourse is not education.” We agree. But the role of 
education is not only to provide information. We have 
seen that information alone does not change behavior. 
Education must also provide motivation and a context 
for its message. The San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
did not initiate the confusion between morality and 
AIDS. For 10 years some religious and political groups 
have successfully blocked useful and empowering safe 
sex messages from reaching gay and bisexual men. 
Their agendas have little or nothing to do with edu¬ 
cation. These groups continue to suggest that any sex 
between men causes AIDS, that promiscuity is the 
reason for the epidemic and/or that the epidemic is 
the wrath of God being visited upon “immoral” in¬ 
dividuals. Are these kinds of ideas harmless and in¬ 
consequential? Clearly not. These kinds of ideas are 
a danger to all of us. 

Ten years into the epidemic, gay men struggling to 
maintain their commitment to safe sex continue to be 
bombarded with homophobic and sexphobic 
messages from the larger culture, and get little or no 
support for their successes in behavior change. 

The three new AIDS Foundation posters “Moral 
Majority,” “Family Values” and “Right to Life” pose 
the questions: “Do special interest groups own the 
concept of morality, family and respect for life?” 
“Who, more than gay men, can claim that their actions 
have been successful in stopping this epidemic?” The 
campaign reclaims these phrases by combining them 
with positive images of gay and bisexual men. It reaf¬ 
firms the legitimacy of our right to be considered 
moral people, to have our nontraditional families and 
relationships respected, and to preserve and protect 
our lives. 

Mr. Anderson may be falling into the same trap that 
the right wing succumbs to: thinking that one’s group 
claims to be moral implies that someone else must be 
immoral. Our campaign carries no such implication. 
It does, however, carry the strong message that our 
community must be judged by our standards, and no 


one else’s. It acknowledges that no one has done more 
during this epidemic to preserve life and civil rights 
than gay and bisexual men. 

Mr. Anderson also seems to imply that organiza¬ 
tions such as the AIDS Foundation should not have 
opinions about whether or not safe sex is desirable 
or appropriate. However, we do have such opinions, 
as we have had for the last 10 years. We do not agree 
with Mr. Anderson that we should remove ourselves 
from the community discussion of the appropriate¬ 
ness of safe sex. 

We agree that program needs should be determined 
by the community and not by a bureaucracy. That is 
why the campaign, like all of our educational efforts, 
is a result of listening to the community’s input 
through extensive field testing of proposed ideas. 
These ads were initiated from community advisory 
group meetings. Our assumptions were confirmed 
that an effective campaign would have to encourage 
men to reaffirm their commitment to safe sex (re¬ 
searchers had identified boredom or depression as fac¬ 
tors for relapse) and stir other men out of the denial 
concerning sexual risk, which may be a reflection of 
low self-esteem, fatalism or internalized homophobia. 

The campaign was consistently rated highest in ac¬ 
complishing these goals in two focus groups. Each 
group included Caucasian, African-American, Latino 
and Asian-American gay and bisexual men of various 
ages and HIV status. One additional group of HIV¬ 
positive African-American men was visited to field 
test the final images. 

The posters are appearing at bus shelters and in 
Muni underground stations as phase one of a cam¬ 
paign which will include new written information, 
print ads and community education events, including 
an innovative interactive exhibit at the Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Day Parade in June. We welcome comments 
and suggestions on new strategies to support and con¬ 
gratulate San Francisco gay and bisexual men who 
have set un unprecedented standard of success in life- 
sustaining, community-enhancing behavior change.

Jury System a Farce 

Since even before I became an attorney in 1975,1 
learned that our cherished jury system is an un¬ 
mitigated farce, in which the evidence in anything but 
the simplest of cases is largely ignored in favor of the 
personalities of the parties and their lawyers. As in 
the Rodney King case, police officers are invariably 
believed over “ordinary” citizens and the rights of 
minorities — blacks, Hispanics, gays and others — are 
of little or no concern to middle-class jurors or judges. 

In a recent case in San Francisco Municipal Court, 
I was forced to pay a jury verdict of over $8,000 to the 
disgruntled roommate of a person with AIDS who did 
not receive what he had expected under his deceased 
roommate’s will, and no judge involved in the case 
showed the slightest concern for my plight. Only my 
respect for the law and my rejection of violence has 
caused me to refrain from loading my shotgun and 
pumping eight rounds each into the bodies of the 
Honorable Lillian Sing, Stuart Poliak, Laurence Kay 
and David Garcia, judges of our courts in San Fran¬ 
cisco who think disputes between gay citizens are not 
worthy of the courts’ time. 

While I condemn both the wrongdoing of the jurors 
in my case and Rodney King’s, as well as the violence 
employed by the rioters in response to the King ver¬ 
dict, I can nonetheless understand why they acted as 
they did. Unlike those like me who have some stake 
in the system despite our minority group status, most 
of the rioters not only lack such a stake but have no 
real hope of ever obtaining one. Until those in power 
like President Bush and Gov. Wilson take action to 
alleviate the conditions of poverty and discrimination 
which result in deprivations and hopelessness, the 
white heterosexual middle class will have only itself 
to blame if further violence erupts from future acts 
of injustice perpetrated by heartless judges and juries.

The furor over the travesty of the Rodney King af¬ 
fair will subside. The looters will go to jail. But the 
thugs who wear uniforms will drive through the Cas¬ 
tro knowing that they can do what they want. And if 
by chance, they are caught abusing a gay or lesbian 
person, not to worry. They will find comfort in know¬ 
ing that they will be exonerated by the politician who 
bought my bus ticket to Sacramento. Let us never 
forget!

Trolleys on Upper Market 

In just a few months the city planners will begin 
their assault on Upper Market Street. Plans call for 
construction stretching from the freeway overpass to 
Castro Street in order to lay down tracks for vintage 
Muni cars and to replace the center islands with a mile 
of expensive palm trees. Most people will be caught 
unaware as the first phase of several years of noisy and 
intrusive construction begins. By then it will be too 
late. 

About ten years ago the city tore up the same stretch 
of Market to put the Muni tracks underground. 
Anyone who thinks this massive project will be quick 
and painless has yet to hear the daily jackhammers 
and witness the devastation. 

The reconstruction will supposedly take two years. 
Traffic will be a mess as cross streets are closed for 
weeks at a time. Detours will send rush-hour traffic 
through neighborhoods bordering Market Street. 
Businesses will suffer again. Restaurants particular¬ 
ly will see a huge drop in patronage due to noise, 
blocked sidewalks, dust, and general inaccessibility. 
Parking will be difficult if not impossible. 

When the job is done (1994?) we’ll have a new F-Line 
— the historic trolleys running a direct route from 
Fisherman’s Wharf to Castro Street. The old trolleys 
are attractive and cute but they are slow and 
unreliable. Such a line is meant for tourists. Daily 
commuters to downtown who depend on the 8-Market 
Street bus will probably find their line eliminated. 
Does Muni really intend to run them every day, day 
and night? Will they be a realistic alternative for com¬ 
muters? Can they handle the crowds? 

The city just completed an expensive and disrup¬ 
tive extension of the J-Church Line. It appears to have 
been a wasted effort. We’re now told that Muni doesn’t 
have enough equipment to open the new line. 

The proposed Market Street construction is un¬ 
necessary and not in the best interests of those of us 
who work and live in this part of the city. It will not 
benefit our neighborhood during the chaos or after¬ 
wards. We have Muni Metro and many bus lines 
servicing upper Market Street already. And we don’t 
need palm trees. We need city services. So if this is 
not a done deal, let’s stop it before it starts and put our 
money and effort where it’s really needed.

mark pieces of legislation. Let’s not lose this golden 
opportunity. Don’t wait until these bills are defeated 
to express your opinion on the subject.

That said, I also want to point out that I am hardly 
an assimilationist, nor am I a conservative (the best 
way to describe me is so anarchistic that I think the 
Libertarians are too conservative); you can’t accuse 
anyone who, like myself, wears a septum ring at all 
times, even when riding public transportation, con¬ 
servative or assimilationist. I am currently the assis¬ 
tant editor for an international leather-oriented 
magazine that caters to gays, lesbians, heterosexuals, 
bisexuals, etc. — in other words, anybody who is in¬ 
terested in the leather lifestyles. 

Now for the meat: both of the above correspondents 
are wrong. Sanders is far too conservative, but Wand 
is far too hate filled, as can be seen from the tone of 
his or her letter. Wand calls bigotry and hatred (using 
the buzz words “homophobia” and “racism”) the 
prerogative of white heterosexuals. Sanders calls Queer 
Nation and the Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
“freaks.” Neither is correct 

To cause your oppressors to hate you more is hard¬ 
ly the way to reduce their animosity. Also, to back 
down in the face of your oppressors causes them to 
further their oppression. I do neither. I simply exist 
as I am, making no bones about it, and treating 
everyone, regardless of ethnic variation (not race, 
which really refers to species), age, gender, sexual 
orientation, physical status, etc. I have not been bashed 
within the last five years because I am too open to be 
a target; additionally, many people have come to know 
and like me and through me, the gay, lesbian and 
leather communities. 

Wand’s contention that only white heterosexuals are 
bigoted in any way is dead wrong, as hatred can come 
from any source. If you don’t believe me, just take a 
look at what is allegedly the greatest force for love in 
the world; it fosters more hatred than anything else 
I know. Yes, I am referring to the Christian faith. 

By the way, I am writing this after one of the worst 
weekends I have ever known: the Los Angeles riots 
following the acquittal of the police officers involved 
in the Rodney King case. This does not affect anything 
I said above; it only emphasizes it. Those cops were 
guilty, but do all police officers deserve to be tarred 
with that particular brush? No! One of my best friends 
is a reserve officer in the same force; he is also the first 
openly gay officer in Los Angeles police history who 
was not “outed.” I can’t hate him because of his pro¬ 
fession, especially since he has taught me quite a bit 
about how to protect myself from bashers. To hate him 
would be to lose a part of myself; to hate anyone would 
have the same effect. 

Perhaps both Dion B. Sanders and Sparrow 13 
Laughing Wand should consider that last statement. 
So should everyone else. It might help us win our 
rights. After all, it has worked for me.

Red ribbons are not about anything; they are no 
“hard-won symbol” because they only signify 
themselves and the nebulous, ineffective idea of “com¬ 
passion.” The number of people wearing red ribbons 
at the Academy Awards may (I repeat, may) raise the 
consciousness of Americans who are susceptible to 
following Hollywood’s lead in attitudes, but then 
again, most people in Hollywood are liberal, pro- 
choice and pro-ERA and look what influence that’s 
had on the nation that elected Reagan and Bush. 

To me, wearing a red ribbon is worse than doing 
nothing at all. Compassion is a personal trait and the 
label “compassionate” is not earned merely because 
you’ve been disturbed by what you have seen on TV. 
Being compassionate means you are moved to action 
by what you have seen. A Shanti volunteer is compas¬ 
sionate. A food delivery person from Open Hand is 
compassionate. The smallest donation is compas¬ 
sionate because it is an action. It is far easier to mouth 
words that signify not so much your beliefs as your 
desire to be a member of a social class that espouses 
certain beliefs. Why join ACT UP or Project Inform 
and master the complexities of protease inhibitors and 
reverse transcriptase or Section 790.03 of the State In¬ 
surance Code or the AIDS Office’s Primary Care Ser¬ 
vices report or the FDA’s ACTG/ARA/APACs working 
on NDAs when you can wear a ribbon? 

P.S.: Tichane’s complaint should be to ACT UP and 
not to the B.A.R., who printed a photograph of a 
newsworthy event and allowed a voice of dissent to 
be heard. Censoring dissenting opinions is the modus 
operandi of nations where symbols count for more 
than ideas.

AIDS Education 

Please allow me to correct an error in one of Karen 
Ocamb’s articles in your April 23 issue. While writing 
about AIDS education and comparing it to our 
California situation, Ms. Ocamb erroneously stated 
that California’s Gov. Pete Wilson signed an AIDS 
education bill, AB 11, into law in February 1992. 

Our community needs to know the full history of 
this bill which has been courageously carried for years 
by Diane Watson, African-American state Senator 
from Los Angeles. Versions of it passed our state’s 
Legislature four times under Deukmejian, only to be 
vetoed each time. Mind you, all this bill calls for is 
statewide AIDS education based on CDC training 
guidelines for grades 7-12. Note that parents can refuse 
permission for their children to receive this instruc¬ 
tion. The bill again passed the Legislature in 1991, 
Wilson’s first year in office. 

On October 9, 1991, Gov. Wilson held a press con¬ 
ference and with much attendant fanfare announced 
his signing of five education bills he described as im¬ 
portant for his program of “preventive government.” 
Among these were laws requiring education regar¬ 
ding other issues. The AIDS education law, AB 11, was 
not among them, although it was pending on his desk 
at the time. The official word from his office was that 
he had not yet taken a position on the bill. 

On October 11, 1991 — National Coming Out Day, 
no less — sneaky Pete quietly signed AB 11 into law, 
allowing California to join the at least 30 other states 
which already had such legislation on their books. 
Now, 11 years into the epidemic, public schools around 
the state are struggling to find the money and the staff 
to implement this legislation. 

Meanwhile, fundamentalists are gathering their 
forces to thwart Project 21’s successes in getting more 
fair and accurate information into the state’s Health 
Education Framework, the basis for the next genera¬ 
tion of health education textbooks to be used 
throughout this state. Lesbigay activists who care 
about our upcoming generations need to be aware of 
this vital dimension of our movement’s struggle for 
justice and to help GLAAD/SFBA’s Project 21 win out 
over the fundamentalists’ agenda. Saying “God 
created Adam and Eve, not Adam and Steve,” these 
born-again creationists threaten to put education in 
California back into the pre-scientific era. Think about 
it and then get involved in helping to do something 
about it.

Exploitation Is Not Art 

We were amused at Rodney Shull’s defense of the 
directors of “Silence of the Lambs” and “JFK” whom 
Outrage! criticized a few weeks back.

Mr. Shull’s choice of the late Vito Russo’s seminal 
book, “The Celluloid Closet” to cite in defense of 
Hollywood is a poor one. He obviously has not read 
it, or if he has, did not comprehend that the book was 
written to expose the enormity of Hollywood’s offen¬ 
sive anti-gay or lesbian characters and plots. The book 
is all about Hollywood homophobia and is really the 
precursor to the current protests. 

Also in defense of Hollywood, Mr. Shull provides 
us with a small list of films with positive gay 
characters or plots. Perhaps Mr. Shull is unaware that 
most of these films wre produced either indepen¬ 
dently of Hollywood or in Europe? I have seen and 
supported them all, by the way, and so have most of 
my activist colleagues and friends. Contrary to what 
Mr. Shull and others may think they know of gay, les¬ 
bian and queer activists, the truth is that many of us 
are artists, actors, writers and musicians. As such, we 
have been and continue to be some of the biggest sup¬ 
porters and contributors to the arts in our community.

P eople are beginning to 
ask who Ross Perot is 
and what he stands for. 
This, I presume, means 
that people — a lot of people — 
are beginning to take the third 
party candidacy of the Texas 
billionaire seriously. And well 
they should, because he is, in 
the minds of many anyway, 
fast becoming the “anyone but 
Bush” candidate, and Demo¬ 
crat Bill Clinton stands a real 
chance of possibly ending up 
as the third candidate in the 
November general election. 

In fact, recent polls in Cali¬ 
fornia show that if the election 
were held today, the unknown 
Perot would defeat both Bill 
Clinton and President Bush; 
the same goes for Colorado, 
Texas and at least a couple of 
other states. 

Perot, whose campaign to 
date has been mostly a 
creature of the national media, 
decided last week that he 
would curtail his interviews 
and public appearances for the 
next few weeks and devote the 
time to studying issues and 
forging a platform on which to 
run in the November election. 

Though still a darling of the 
media, Perot, who says he will 
run as a true “independent” 
(independent of either major 
party, that is), is finding out 
that as his campaign continues 
to grow and he becomes more 
serious about running for pres¬ 
ident, people, particularly the 
media, are beginning to ask 
him more questions about 
where he really stands and 
what a Perot presidency might 
bring the country. 

No national third party can¬ 
didate has done well in Amer¬ 
ican politics in decades, but 
Perot has one thing going for 
him that other “independent” 
presidential hopefuls didn’t 
have — money, a lot of it. 

When it comes to spending 
on a national campaign, the 
mega-rich Perot can easily 
match both the Republican 
and Democratic parties, dollar 
for dollar, with his own money.

It doesn’t appear to 
most that a third party candi¬ 
date could defeat the incum¬ 
bent Bush or challenger Clin¬ 
ton, but if it gets close to the 
November election and people 
are still thinking that Perot ac¬ 
tually has a better chance than 
Clinton of knocking off Bush, 
a lot of people, myself includ¬ 
ed, will go the Perot route at 
the ballot box. 

Last week Perot was quoted 
as saying that he favors gay 
rights, believes that gays and 
lesbians should not be exclud¬ 
ed from the military, and pro¬ 
mised “to fight to find a cure 
for AIDS.” That’s a hell of a lot 
more than the SOB who now 
sits in the White House says to 
us. 

Anybody but Bush — it cer¬ 
tainly appears at the moment 
that Clinton is probably the 
one to take Bush out, but if 
Perot keeps coming on strong, 
maybe we should take a good 
look at him. 

Certainly, this country in 
general and the gay and les¬ 
bian community in particular, 
cannot take another four years 
of Bush and we owe it to our¬ 
selves, gay Republicans and 
Democrats alike, to dump him 
in November with whomever 
has the best chance of winning. 

I think it looks like Clinton, but 
don’t write off Perot just yet.

If President Bush really 
wanted to do something about

Mikhail Gorbachev was also 
in town last week making a lot 
of new friends, though he 
made very few in the gay and 
lesbian community. During a 
question and answer period 
when just about everyone was 
gushing over the new folk 
hero, Gorby was asked, “After 
speaking up so much in gener¬ 
al terms about human rights, 
what about the thousands of 
gay and lesbian people still in 
jail back home in Russia?” 

The great Gorby failed 
miserably when he deftly 
shifted the issue from Russian 
justice to the sexual revolution 
by replying, “You are asking a 
very difficult question; I can 
only tell you my ethical atti¬ 
tude. I am in favor of a healthy 


way of life in a healthy society.” 

Apparently, in the mind of 
Mikhail Gorbachev freedom of 
rights is for everybody in 
Russia — except gays. 

Gay and lesbian activists in 
Oregon are pleased that the 
recall effort of the state’s pro¬ 
gay governor, Barbara Rob¬ 
erts, failed when those pushing 
the recall came up 4,671 
signatures short. 

One of the hottest selling 
T-shirts in LA reads: “My Mom 
Looted Fedco and All I Got 
Was This Lousy T-shirt.” 

And don’t we all sleep better 
here in the city knowing that 
the Board of Supes knows 
more about running the Police 
Department than either the 
chief or the mayor does? 

One race getting relatively 
little notice is the one for retir¬ 
ing Rep. Barbara Boxer’s con¬ 
gressional seat in the 6th 
District. Assemblyman Bill 
Filante, the certain GOP 
nominee (and early favorite to 
win the seat), is quietly sitting 
on the sidelines, building up a 
war chest for the November 
election while Democrats 
Denis Rice, Lynn Woolsey, 
Bennett Johnson and Eric 
Koenigshofer fight it out. Box¬ 
er has not endorsed a suc¬ 
cessor, but Rep. Nancy Pelosi, 
Assemblyman John Burton 
and some other big names 
have endorsed Rice. 

And supe candidate Cleve 
Jones is having yet another 
fundraiser this coming Mon¬ 
day (May 18, 6-8 p.m.) at the 
Lew Gallo Salon, 140 Geary St. 
($100, 362-5608 for info.). 

Former tennis great Arthur 
Ashe, a self-described “good 
friend” of George Bush, final¬ 
ly criticized the federal govern¬ 
ment for not doing more to 
fight AIDS during a speech in 
his hometown of Richmond, 
Va. Ashe, saying he has been 
“overwhelmed” by support 
from the public since announc¬ 
ing he has the disease, says that 
the prior announcement by 
Magic Johnson of his HIV in¬ 
fection made it easier for him. 
“I don’t feel as much like a 
leper as I thought I would,” 
says Ashe. (Now if he would 
only sit down for a long chat 
with his “good friend” George 
Bush.)

Between a Rock and a Hard Place

T he Sunday after the 
L.A. (and San Fran¬ 
cisco) riots, my part¬ 
ner and I returned 
from a pleasant afternoon of 
assorted schmoozing to dis¬ 
cover that our neighborhood 
had been occupied by the po¬ 
lice. 

Their presence wasn’t too 
obvious from the main 
streets; a cluster of motorcy¬ 
cle cops at Dolores and 18th, 
another at Guererro. But, as 
we discovered when we at¬ 
tempted to park on them, the 
side streets around the Wom¬ 
en’s Building were packed 
with pigs. Linda, LaPidge 
and Dearborn all hosted pla¬ 
toons of 20 cops each; Valen¬ 
cia had at least 40, and a last 
cluster guarded Lexington. 

My partner asked a police 
captain if “something was go¬ 
ing on.’’ He looked at us a 
long time, trying to decide if 
we qualified as law-abiding 
citizens and were thereby en¬ 
titled to some explanation, 
and finally answered tersely 
that “a march might come 
this way.” 

We hiked back from our 
eventual, distant parking spot, 
and about 10 minutes later 
“the march,” protesting the 
King verdict and the “Mission 
Sweep” of the previous Fri¬ 
day, arrived from Dolores 
Park. About 200 Queer Na¬ 
tionals and assorted radicals 
marched up 18th Street chant¬ 
ing “Fuck the Police” and 
filed into the Women’s Build¬ 
ing. My partner absolutely re¬ 
fused to go out on the street. 

“C’mon,” I urged. “It’s not 
like there’s going to be a po¬ 
lice riot on our sidewalk.” 

“Don’t be so sure,” he an¬ 
swered. “Look, I’m leaving 
the camera next to the win¬ 
dow. If anything happens, we 
can get it on film.” 

Outside, the heavy police 
presence (about one-fourth of 
the entire SFPD) did seem to 
be blatant, intentional intimi¬ 
dation. But I thought the 
protesters held their own. 
Someone put their stereo 
speakers in their window and 
cranked up the volume; oth¬ 
ers danced in the streets op¬ 
posite the police lines. 

I was tickled to observe 
that the old Tac Squad was 
parked right in my building’s 
driveway, the exact unit that 
arrested me during the “Basic 
Instinct” protests (after a hot 
pursuit into four lanes of on¬ 
coming traffic). At one end of 
the line was the cop who ac¬ 
tually made the pinch, a big 
walrussy guy with a large 


white moustache. I dashed 
upstairs for the camera and 
snapped a couple of shots of 
them for posterity. I also took 
a few of the platoon devoted¬ 
ly guarding Carl’s Bakery. 

A few hours later everyone 
quietly went home. In retro¬ 
spect, this was the only con¬ 
frontation in San Francisco 
between police and Rodney 
King protesters that ended 
peacefully. 

Coming on top of the “Mis¬ 
sion Sweep,” the Sunday oc¬ 
cupation shook me up enough 
that I went to City Hall the 
next day to register for the 
Democratic primary (on the 
last possible day to do so). 
Rough times are upon us, and 
unless we stand up and be 
counted, who knows how 
many supervisors there’ll be 
after the next election who 
address Mayor Jordan as 
“Godfather”? 

A Few Rocks 

Later that week, on Fri¬ 
day, I was attacked by a man 
waving a knife and yelling ho¬ 
mophobic epithets. It was at 
the foot of Dolores Park, on 
18th Street, at four in the af¬ 
ternoon. My assailant looked 
homeless or semi-homeless, in 
his mid- or late-30s, Latino 
and clearly not in a fully ra¬ 
tional state of mind. 

This did not in any way 
appear to reduce his potential 
to cause harm. I pulled out 
my whistle and blew it as 
hard as I could while scuttling 
away from his lumbering ad¬ 
vance, alternating my blasts 
with hoarse yells to “call the 
police!” 

This disconcerted him, and 
he backed off for a moment. 
The respectable citizens on 
the street fled to the Muni 
shelter or beyond. Encour¬ 
aged by the lack of response, 
he closed in again, this time 
mocking me. 

“Call the police, call the 
police,” he said in what he as¬ 
sumed was a “faggy” voice, 
brandishing his switchblade. 

A friend of his had started 
stalking me from the flank, 
and now threw a rock at me. 
Up beyond the tennis courts 
about two dozen of their ilk 
yelled encouragement to my 
attackers: “Kill the faggot!” 

I turned and fled at full 
speed up 18th toward Do¬ 
lores, pursued by a volley of 
sticks and stones. I paused at 
Dolores by the pay phones, 
and a large guy talking at one 
of them said, “Here, you can 
talk to him yourself,” and 
handed me the phone. He 
had responded to my whistle 
blasts and dialed 911 and al¬ 


ready had the police on the 
line. 

They took the particulars, 
and to my amazement a mo¬ 
torcycle cop was there within 
30 seconds. 

In retrospect, the entire 
SFPD had mobilized nearby 
for a demonstration due to

start in Dolores Park an hour 
later, and this no doubt ex¬ 
plains their extraordinarily 
swift response on this occa¬ 
sion. 

The cop suggested I see if 
I could find my attacker, 
while he loitered on his mo¬ 
torbike at 18th and Church to 
avoid scaring off our prey. 

I walked onto a vacant ten¬ 
nis court, separated from the 
mob that had harassed me by 
the high fence. At first they 
jeered at me, “Hey faggot, 
coming back for more?” but 
soon got nervously quiet as I 
scrutinized them, arms 
crossed on my chest, secure 
in the knowledge of my cop 
backup. A few began to drift 
off toward the overpass. A 
couple guys in an adjacent 
court asked what was going 
on, and weakly faked sympa¬ 
thy when I told them. 

“Did you see where that 
guy went?” I asked. “Oh, 
yeah, he went that way,” one 
answered, gesturing vaguely 
to the northeast. I knew that 
in fact he’d retreated to the 
southwest. I reported my fail¬ 
ure to the motorcycle cop, 
who took off after a quick 
sweep through the park. A lit¬ 
tle later a police car drove up, 
but that officer lost all inter¬ 
est in filing my report after 
he determined that I hadn’t 
been physically hurt. 

“How did he know you 
were gay?” the cop asked, 
when I described the event as 
a “queer bashing.” I simply 
snorted and held up the 
lapels of Butchy, my black 
leather “ACT UP-type” jack¬ 
et. The cop looked at my 
“Fag Power” sticker and took 
a few notes. 

Looking back, I wish I 
hadn’t reacted like such a 
law-abiding Boy Scout. When 
he came at me with the knife 
I should have just “taken him 
down,” kicked him in the 
head a few times, grabbed his 
switchblade, and sprinted off 
before his buddies could join 
in. It would have been psy¬ 
chologically better for me, 
less hassle for the police, and 
overall a more effective les¬ 
son for the peanut gallery.

Jews, Gays Protest Ban 
On Holocaust Poem

SACRAMENTO - As 150 
people gathered at Sacramen¬ 
to’s Temple Beth Shalom to 
observe the 50th anniversary 
of the beginning of the Holo¬ 
caust, protest organizer Leah 
Levine and a group of sup¬ 
porters listened outside to po¬ 
etry by the Jewish Poetry Cir¬ 
cle and held signs protesting 
the exclusion of a gay poet 
from the service. 

Michael Gorman, an in¬ 
structor at Cosumnes River 
College, is a poet and a gay 
man raising a son. Gorman 
was forbidden from reading 
his poem about gays and les¬ 
bians killed in concentration 
camps. 

Leah Levine is a close part 
of Gorman’s extended family. 
Levine and Gorman are both 
members of the Jewish Poet¬ 
ry Circle, which had been in¬ 
vited to take part in the 
memorial service at Temple 
Beth Shalom. 

“Michael wrote a very 
powerful poem commemorat¬ 
ing the deaths of gay people 
in the camps,” said Circle 
leader Bernie Goldberg. “The 
committee was very happy to 
include him in the service.” 

However, according to 
Gorman, something went 
wrong and the committee re¬ 
jected Gorman’s poem, first 
asking for a rewrite and then 
labeling it “anti-Semitic.” 

‘I told them (the commit¬ 
tee) on the telephone that the 
poem might be objectionable

to some people because some 
of the lines seem to take the 
Jewish community to task,” 
Goldberg said. 

Rabbi Joseph Melamed of 
Temple Beth Shalom said, 
“From 1949 this has been a 
service for Jews to remember 
our six million brother^ and 
sisters who were murdered 
by the Nazis and their collab¬ 
orators. Other groups are free 
to have their own services for 
their own dead.” 

Protesters and members of 
the community, gay and non¬ 
gay, Jew and gentile, wept as 
they listened to Gorman’s 
poem “Invisible Triangles” 
outside the temple. 

The Rev. Merrill Follans- 
bee, founder of Sacramento 
Parents and Friends of Les¬ 
bians and Gays, stood with 
the protesters. Rabbi Lester 
Frazen of Temple B’nai Israel 
was absent. Reportedly, 
Frazen and Melamed had 
heated discussions for several 
days over the issue. 

The cantor from B’nai Is¬ 
rael attended the service 
wearing a pink triangle. 

Helene Matthias, education 
director at B’nai Israel said, 
“Censorship is unworthy of 
the Chosen People. I wish 
they didn’t have to read their 
poems out here. They belong 
inside reading their poems. 
They (gays and lesbians) died 
in the Holocaust the same as 
we did. This rabbi needs to 
have his views broadened. 
This is a humanistic problem 
not a gay or Jewish problem.” 


Blood froze like thickened lava

Right-Wingers Threaten 
Sacramento Gays & Lesbians

SACRAMENTO - In the 
wake of the controversy over 
Sacramento’s Easter Sunday 
demonstration at the Capital 
Christian Center, River City 
Metropolitan Community 
Church Pastor Freda Smith 
wrote a public letter to CCC’s 
leader Glen Cole, asking for a 
public meeting to discuss the¬ 
ology and homophobia; Pro¬ 
ject Tocsin, an organization 
founded for information-gath¬ 
ering on fundamentalist activ¬ 
ities, held a press conference 
refuting Cole’s contentions 
that he does not support Op¬ 
eration Rescue and that he is 
“not political”; and the gay 
and lesbian Lambda Commu¬ 
nity Center and a number of 
gay/lesbian-owned businesses 
have received threats. 

“There has been a great 
deal of fallout in Sacramen¬ 
to,” said Marghe Covino, pres¬ 
ident of the Lambda Commu¬ 
nity Center’s board of direc¬ 
tors. “I feel that the threats 
we’ve received are definitely 
related to the allegedly Chris¬ 
tian homophobia which is be¬ 
ing fomented in that church 
and others like it — that sub¬ 
scribe to the ‘reconstruction¬ 
ist theology.’ I’m convinced 
that most of their parish¬ 
ioners don’t know the politi¬ 
cal games their leaders are up 
to but they continue to be 
brainwashed, encouraged to 
hate, to give their money and 
to vote the way their shepherds 
indicate.” 


After someone wrote 
“Stop Gays” in the Center, 
two messages urging people 
to “stop gays” were found in a 
utility program on the Pacific 
Heights computer bulletin 
board, the Center reported. 
The first message encouraged 
vandalism to the Center and 
to various gay/lesbian-owned 
businesses and newspapers in 
Sacramento, and the second 
one graduated to specific vio¬ 
lence, advocating the use of 
pipe bombs, gasoline and de¬ 
struction of the Center. 

Then letters arrived ad¬ 
dressed to gays and lesbians 
and to any businesses that are 
perceived to be supportive to 
gays and lesbians through ad¬ 
vertising in community news¬ 
papers, according to the Cen¬ 
ter. 

“It’s just like the preaching 
that God’s judgment will be 
visited not only on gays but 
on those who support them,” 
Covino said. 

The Center also has re¬ 
ceived threatening telephone 
calls. 

“We’re doing it by the 
numbers,” Covino said. 
“We’ve reported to the Police 
Department and we’ve taken 
whatever measures we can to 
assure the safety of our peo¬ 
ple.” 

Another letter was re¬ 
ceived whose author purport¬ 
ed to be the same person who 
wrote the first letter. 

“In this one there was an 
apology for writing the first 
letter — and distancing from 


the bulletin board material,” 
Covino said. “But as an old 
hand in the civil rights move¬ 
ment, I suggested to our exec¬ 
utive committee at Lambda, 
and they agreed, that it might 
best serve the community 
that we make a report to the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion so that a file can be 
opened and maintained on 
this kind of material as viola¬ 
tions of our civil rights. We 
made that report and also tes¬ 
tified at the Hate Crimes Fo¬ 
rum held by the Sacramento 
City/County Human Rights 
Commission. 

“Thirty years ago there 
was a Biblical justification for 
slavery and for treating 
African Americans as lesser 
beings,” Covino said. “This 
isn’t Meridian or Jackson, 
Mississippi, and the KKK — 
it’s the damn state capital and 
it’s 1992! It’s absolutely outra¬ 
geous that 30 years later that 
same book is being used to 
oppress gays and lesbians — to 
condone any vicious act 
against us — and to blame us 
for making them do it. That 
blame-the-victim mentality is 
as unspeakable in crimes 
against lesbians and gays as it 
is for rape victims. 

“Our community will not 
be silent about these funda¬ 
mentalist Ayatollahs who con¬ 
tinue pushing their messages 
of hate and repression and 
who are now trying to take 
over the political process,” 
Covino said. ▼ 
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Lessons from Los Angeles — 
These Are Our Children

The young people who were rebelling in Los 
Angeles and urban communities across America 
are not hoodlums. They are our children, and they 
are frustrated, alienated, 
and angry. 

The failure to embrace 
these estranged and en¬ 
raged individuals as part 
of our human family 
caused the disintegration 
of civilization which re¬ 
sulted in so much de¬ 
struction and death. 
Today’s inner city youth 
feel no stake in society 
- lilf u because society has dem¬ 

onstrated no stake in their lives or future. As one 
L. A. resident said, “We’re tired of living in a society 
that denies us the right to be considered as a human 
being.” 

Grand Canyon of Separation 

We are separated in this country, and even in 
this city, by a grand canyon of racial, cultural, and 
class fears and stereotypes. This separation ex¬ 
plains the Simi Valley verdict. Rodney King sym¬ 
bolized the jurors’ worst nightmare — the Black 
male criminal. The police, on the other hand, 
represented trusted defenders of “decent, law-abid¬ 
ing” citizens. That fear of a dark-skinned urban 
“enemy” prevented the jurors from conceiving of 
King as a human being like themselves. 

Sadly, similar fears affect San Francisco. How 
else can we explain the following figures? While 
African Americans comprise 11% of San 
Francisco’s population, we are 50% of those sent to 
Juvenile Hall, 65% of the elementary school sus¬ 
pensions, and 50% of the students in serious emo¬ 
tionally disturbed programs in the school district. 
There is Hope 

It doesn’t have to be this way. In pockets across 
the city, there are classrooms, churches, and com¬ 
munity organizations which are succeeding at edu¬ 
cating, developing, and redirecting the same sort of 


youth who burned and looted Los Angeles. The 
Omega Boys Club and the Real Alternatives Pro¬ 
gram have helped young people leave gangs, finish 
high school, and go on to attend college. Mission 
High School’s Step to Collegeprogram has increased 
college matriculation from 10% to 85% in five years 
by providing individual attention, cultural valida¬ 
tion, and high expectations for achievement. 

We have the ability, if we have the will, to care 
for and develop all our children. To do that, how¬ 
ever, will require sweeping changes in the institu¬ 
tions and systems which are funded to serve chil¬ 
dren. We cannot simply modify what exists. We 
must begin anew by rethinking, redesigning, and 
totally reorganizing schools, county agencies, and 
community-based organizations working with youth. 
Not Just a Black Thing 

The need for a new agenda is not a special pro¬ 
gram for Black folks only. It involves the full flow¬ 
ering of San Francisco’s cultural diversity and nur¬ 
turing of the potential of all young people. Such ch anges 
can only enrich our city and create amore vibrant, 
dynamic, and productive future for everybody. 

To usher in that new era, we must first articu¬ 
late outrage at what’s happening to our youth and 
unleash a massive outpouring of public sentiment 
demanding quality opportunities for every child. 
Outrage will only be felt when we see past the 
stereotypical depictions of thugs, hoodlums, and 
foreigners, and personally identify with young 
people who may not look like us. 

That sea of rainbow faces — racing around the 
schoolyard during recess, playing basketball in the 
park, and yes, standing on street corners next to 
housing projects — these are all our children. 

Aren’t they?

Seattle City Councilmember 
Harris Tours Ravaged L.A.

LOS ANGELES - “It’s 
one thing to see it on televi¬ 
sion. It’s another thing to see 
all these burned-out buildings 
up close — the total destruc¬ 
tion,” openly lesbian Seattle 
City Councilmember Sherry 
Harris said May 9 as she 
toured sections of Los Ange¬ 
les devastated by the recent 
riots. 

“It’s hard for anyone to jus¬ 
tify the burning and looting,” 
said Harris, an African Amer¬ 
ican. “But the deeper question 
is: has it affected people’s 
sense of extreme despair?” 

Though Harris does not 
condone the violence, she in¬ 
dicated she understood its 
source. 

“When people get to this 
point of frustration and peace¬ 
ful measures don’t work, they 
need to get the attention of 
government,” she said. 

“This is a result of preju¬ 
dice, racism, the mistreating 
of all minorities through lack 
of education, denial of equal¬ 
ity, and lack of jobs. The ver¬ 
dict was just the last straw.” 

Harris said she was “shock¬ 
ed, outraged and surprised” 
when she heard the verdict. 

“I, like almost everyone 
else, thought they would sure¬ 
ly be found guilty,” she said. 
“I have lived my whole life 
watching black people being 
mistreated by the system. 


This is one more example of 
that.” 

In fact, touring South Cen¬ 
tral, Watts and the Crenshaw 
District reminded Harris of 
her childhood experiences 
during the 1967 riots in 
Newark, N.J. 

“I had moments of flash¬ 
backs, of walking down the 
street (in her commercial 
neighborhood) and seeing the 
bars torn off doors and win¬ 
dows. I witnessed looting,” 
she said. 

“As a 10-year-old, I was 
very afraid of the expression 
of violence. I remember 
thinking, ‘It’s my neighbors 
tearing down their own 
things.’ This took me back. 

“Today I realize how much 
things haven’t changed and 
how difficult my job as an 
elected official is to try to make 
a difference for people,” Harris 
said. “But we have to move for¬ 
ward. The answer lies in peo¬ 
ple helping themselves.” 

The people, Harris said, 
cannot rely on government 
but should ask the federal 
government for help and indi¬ 
cate how they intend to spend 
the money they receive. 

Harris said she feels the re¬ 
action to the verdict in Seattle 
was “the same spirit of frus¬ 
tration” as in Los Angeles — 
“an expression of people be¬ 
ing fed up with being treated 
inequality and being denied 
access” to services and jobs. 

Another similarity be¬ 


tween Seattle and Los Ange¬ 
les is the ability of a commu¬ 
nity to pull together in a cri¬ 
sis. 

“I’m really impressed by 
the community spirit,” Harris 
told Tony Nicolas, deputy 
campaign manager for Cali¬ 
fornia state Senator Diane 
Watson, who is campaigning 
for county supervisor from 
one of the worst-hit areas. Wat¬ 
son has taken a major lead in 
criticizing the lack of police 
response and in spearheading 
relief efforts. Her campaign 
headquarters has become an 
emergency relief center. 

Harris watched as volun¬ 
teers from all over Southern 
California brought food, cloth¬ 
ing and other necessary sup¬ 
plies to both Watson head¬ 
quarters and the First AME 
Church, another major relief 
center. Nicolas told Harris 
that three residents from 
Simi Valley, where the ver¬ 
dict was rendered, came 
down to help. 

“They said, ‘We couldn’t 
understand why those idiots 
made that decision,’ ” Nicolas 
told Harris. 

“It’s amazing what people 
can do when they are moti¬ 
vated,” Harris said. “There is 
a lot of power in a common 
vision.” 

She said she hopes to en¬ 
courage that same spirit in 
Seattle. 

“It’s important to get peo¬ 
ple involved and make a dif¬

ference in their own lives,” 
she said. “Minorities in Seat¬ 
tle need to realize that it 
doesn’t take that much time 
to vote, though they might 
not think about that when 
they’re thinking about where 
they’re getting their next 
meal. It’s up to community 
people like myself to enable 
people to make the system 
work.” 

Harris also talked to one 
of the National Guardsman 
still on duty. Lt. Chris Liles, 
27, from San Diego, said he 
was protecting the Southwest 
Police Division which has re¬ 
ceived numerous threats 
against its police officers. 

Harris and Liles talked 
about what she, as an elected 
official, could learn from the 
problems the police and Na¬ 
tional Guard encountered. 
Liles relayed that the “upper 
echelons” did not have an ef¬ 
fective plan of action. 

When she returns to Seat¬ 
tle, Harris said she intends to 
work on “proactive” policies 
to establish a process for dis¬ 
aster relief, including setting 
up lines of communication 
among decision makers. 

“We need to collectively 
be responsible so as not to 
have 10 different elected offi¬ 
cials with 10 different re¬ 
sponses,” she said. “We need 


to work closely with the po¬ 
lice department and mayor to 
keep law and order but not 
over react. It’s a delicate bal¬ 
ance, especially if there are 
perceived racial inequalities.” 

Harris commended Seattle 
Police Chief Patrick Fitzsim¬ 
mons for doing a “really good 
job to publically keep that 
balance” while faulting L.A. 
Police Chief Daryl Gates, 
who, she said, “exemplifies 
everything that can be wrong 
in a police department.” 

Harris said that she, May¬ 
or Norm Rice and others 
have worked on a govern¬ 
ment response to the civil un¬ 
rest precipitated by the Rod¬ 
ney King verdict. The plan 
includes more summer jobs, 
community focus groups, net¬ 
working with other urban 
centers, long-range job plans 
and linking volunteers with 
organizations. 

Harris’ two-day visit also 
included a tour of the Los 
Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Community Services Center, 
Rue’s House and Jewel’s 
Catch One. She ended her 
visit with a well-received 
keynote speech before 
Stonewall Democratic Club, 
encouraging activists to get 
more involved in the political 
system, including running for 
office. ▼

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L.A. Riots Through the Eyes of a Gay Sheriff's Deputy

LOS ANGELES - Glenn 
Swanson, 32, one of two 
openly gay deputies with the 
Los Angeles Sheriffs Depart¬ 
ment, declined to comment 
on the April 28 verdict in the 
Rodney King case — the ver¬ 
dict that ignited a firestorm of 
rioting, looting and “urban in¬ 
surrection” in South Central 
L.A., with attendant political 
fallout throughout the coun¬ 
try. 

“We have a department 
policy about commenting 
specifically on Rodney King 
or the verdict,” Swanson said 
in a May 12 interview. “It’s 
too sensitive.” 

But Swanson, a nine-year 
veteran of the department 
now stationed in Santa Clari¬ 
ta, can talk about his experi¬ 
ences on the line during the 
worst riots in U.S. history. 

Swanson was at home 
when he watched the verdict 
and the “disturbances erupt” 
on TV. Around midnight he 
got the call to come in early — 
the Sheriffs Department was 
needed to help the Los Ange¬ 
les Police Department quell 
the riot. 

Shifts would be 12 hours 
on duty, 12 hours off. They 
would be deployed to some of 
the “hot spots” in South Cen¬ 
tral. 

Around 6 a.m. on Thurs¬ 
day, the morning following 
the verdict and the outbreak 
of civil unrest, Swanson and a 
platoon of 40 deputies in a 
caravan of patrol cars were 
deployed to the area near the 
Coliseum, site of the 1984 
Olympics. Their mission was 
to stop the disturbances, pro¬ 
tect firefighters who were be¬ 
ing shot at, and arrest looters 
who had broken into sur¬ 
rounding stores. 

“I have never personally 
seen the level of violence and 
devastation that occurred in 
that first 48-hour period,” 
Swanson said. “My first 
thought was that there are a 
lot of really terrific people, in¬ 
nocent victims who were sub¬ 
jected to this at the hands of a 
few. Having worked for three 
years in South Central, I felt 
very emotionally distraught 
for the people who live down 
there. The level of devasta¬ 
tion was just unbelievable. 
You could drive for blocks, 
and in some cases, miles, and 
see whole blocks burned to 
cinders. 

“When we arrived on the 
scene we started arresting 
looters,” Swanson said. “But 
it was so volatile, as soon as 
we’d get the situation under 
control in one intersection, 
then fire and looting would 
break out at another corner. 
Our platoon spent most of the 
day arresting looters. We ar¬ 
rested approximately 130 loot¬ 
ers in a four-hour stretch.” 

Swanson said those arrest¬ 
ed were racially and ethnical¬ 
ly mixed, with some gang 
members but most from 
neighborhood families, includ¬ 
ing children who they then 
matched up with responsible 
adults. 

While many of those ar¬ 
rested did not put up any re¬ 
sistance, the deputies were 
constantly pelted with rocks, 
bottles and sometimes had to 
dodge sniper fire. 

“There was no time to be 
scared. You just keep your 
eyes open and your head up 
and you don’t think about be¬ 
ing scared,” Swanson said. 


“At one point we saw a car¬ 
load of gang members creep 
up toward us through an al¬ 
ley with the intention of com¬ 
mitting a drive-by shooting. 
We saw them in just enough 
time to pull out our own 
weapons and at the last mo¬ 
ment the driver threw the 
car into reverse and quickly 
backed down the alley. An¬ 
other gang member, who was 
creeping behind the car as if 
he was going to use the car as 
a shield to possibly fire shots at 
us, ran into the crowd of 
about 100 people. We weren’t 
able to pursue because the sit¬ 
uation was so volatile and we 
were instructed not to leave 
our platoon.” 

“I have never been in the 
military prior to being a sher¬ 
iff s deputy, but it looked sim¬ 
ilar to a war zone,” Swanson 
said. “At one point I had to 
run under sniper fire to res¬ 
cue our patrol car before it 
became engulfed in flames. I 
used the cover of smoke from 
the buildings which had been 
torched nearby.” After his 
14-hour day April 30, much of 
the following day was spent 
at the command post await¬ 
ing orders. The “lines of com¬ 
munication” were “slow” be¬ 
tween the various law en¬ 
forcement departments. 
Though things were quieting 
down, “our platoon was get¬ 
ting very anxious to get out 
and help the officers who 
were on the street. We were 
impatient for orders to de¬ 
ploy,” Swanson said. 

But then, Swanson said, 
his platoon had a very “heart¬ 
warming experience.” Under- 
Sheriff Robert Edmonds (sec¬ 
ond in command to Sheriff 
Sherman Block) arrived and 
“talked to the troops. A 
Sergeant told (him) bluntly 
that the troops were very 
tired of sitting in the com¬ 
mand post and listening to 
events unfolding on portable 
radios. Within 15 minutes of 
that conversation, the order 
came down to have us de¬ 
ployed on the streets immedi¬ 
ately. The under-sheriff him¬ 
self went out on patrol with 
us which was a tremendous 
morale booster for us.” 

Swanson, who describes 
himself as a “soldier who 
takes orders,” will not com¬ 
ment on the performance of 
LAPD Chief Daryl Gates, but 
he believes that the Sheriffs 
Department was well-orga¬ 
nized and prepared to re¬ 
spond to any area. 

“At the time the Sheriffs 
Department went off tactical 
alert, we felt we completed 
our mission, had done our job 
and helped to restore law and 
order in many areas of Los 
Angeles,” Swanson said. 

“There were many under¬ 
lying reasons behind the civil 
unrest that occurred,” Swan¬ 
son said, “but officers on the 
street were not in any way re¬ 
sponsible for what happened 
(i.e., the riots). We’re just try¬ 
ing to do a difficult job the 
best we can. Police officers 
are paid to get involved in sit¬ 
uations like we got involved 
in during the riots. But what 
I think was inexcusable and 
utterly reprehensible were 
the thugs who were attacking 
innocent and unarmed fire¬ 
fighters who were attempting 
to save their community from 
burning to the ground.” 

Swanson said that though 
he is known throughout the 
department as one of the two 
openly gay sheriffs deputies 


— Bruce Boland is the other — 
on the line the only thing that 
mattered was doing the job. 

“When we responded to 
the areas of civil unrest, we 
were all wearing the same 
uniforms, the same riot hel¬ 
mets — we all looked exactly 
the same. The camaraderie 
level that I’ve always experi¬ 
enced had not changed for 
me since I came out last 
year,” Swanson said. “When 
you’re thrust into a situation 
like that with rocks and bot¬ 
tles thrown at you and there’s 


sniper fire all around you, 
you look out for each other’s 
back and nothing else mat¬ 
ters.” 

While Swanson may not 
wish to comment on the per¬ 
formance of LAPD Chief 
Gates, many others have and 
will. 

On May 11 the L.A. police 
commissioner appointed for¬ 
mer FBI Director William 
Webster and Hubert 
Williams, a former Newark, 
N.J. police chief and presi¬ 
dent of the Washington-based 


think-tank Police Foundation, 
to investigate the response 
made by the LAPD and pub¬ 
lic officials to the initial out¬ 
break of violence. 

Meanwhile Gates said he 
will step down sooner than 
slated if he thinks the LAPD 
is being hurt by his continued 
presence. As of now, Police 
Chief-Designate Willie 
Williams is due to take over in 
mid-July. ▼

Gay Activists Rip Pages From 
Anita Bryant's Book at Signing

HOUSTON - A group of 
about 10 gay activists criti¬ 
cized signer Anita Bryant at 
a bookstore May 6, with one 
man tearing out pages from 
her new book and tossing 
them at her. 

Members of Queer Nation 
confronted Bryant for her 
stand on homosexuality 
while she was autographing 
her book, “A New Day,” at 
the Baptist Bookstore. 

“You’re a vile person and 
anything but a Christian,” ac¬ 
tivist Brian Bradley said as 
he tore pages from the book. 
“And this is what we think 
about your book. This is what 
we think of your religion. 
This is what we think of you 
as an individual, and you are 
getting nowhere with your 
hatred.” 

Bryant’s book deals in part 
with her professional and per¬ 
sonal struggles since support¬ 
ing a referendum in Florida 
in the 1970s opposing legisla¬ 
tion to require hiring homo¬ 
sexuals as teachers in private 
religious schools. 

The activists also placed 
oranges on the table before 
Bryant, 52, who for many 
years was a spokeswoman for 
the Florida Citrus Growers. 

Bryant listened calmly 
while Bradley lightly tossed 
some of her book’s pages, 
which landed on her arms 
and against her torso. She did 
not respond until activists ex¬ 
pressed outrage about what 
they said were Bryant’s re¬ 
cent comments and concerns 
about “the innocent victims of

AIDS.” 

“We are all innocent vic¬ 
tims of AIDS,” said Bradley, 
who says he is HIV positive. 
“I am an innocent victim.” 
Bryant then asked, “Is 


promiscuity a sin?” 

The activists responded 
with various comments, in¬ 
cluding, “AIDS is not a 
moral issue, it’s a health is¬ 
sue.” 

“I’m not here on a referen¬ 
dum,” Bryant said. “I am here 
to sign my book. Would you 
give me that right?” 

Bradley then asked, “Will 
you give us our rights as hu¬ 
man beings?” 

Bryant said activists have 
manipulated the media and 
she again was a victim. Be¬ 
fore the confrontation, Bryant 
signed Bradley’s copy of her 
book. He requested it be ded¬ 
icated “To Queer Nation,” but 
she said she never uses the 
word “queer.” 

She agreed to dedicate the 
autograph “To QN.” She also 
wrote “with love in the 
Lord” and noted Philippians 
4:13, which reads, “I can do 
all things through Christ 
which strengthened me.” The 
police were called but most of 
the activists had left the store 
by the time officers arrived. 

Later, Bryant said this was 
her first confrontation with 
gay activists during her book¬ 
signing tour. 

“There wasn’t much I 
could say,” she said. “They 
have a mind-set that I’m 
damned if I do and damned if 
I don’t.

Carter, Thtu HRCF Co-Chairs 

Former President Jimmy Carter and Nobel Peace Prize win¬ 
ner Archbishop Desmond Tutu of South Africa have agreed 
to serve as honorary co-chairs of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund’s fifth annual Atlanta Dinner. The event, which 
raises funds for the nation’s largest lesbian and gay advocacy 
organization, will be held on May 16 in Atlanta Neither of 
the honorary co-chairs is expected to attend, but “their will¬ 
ingness to lend their names to this effort is very important,” 
the HRCF said.

In a letter to the organizing committee of the event, 
Carter praised the Campaign Fund for “their outstanding ef¬ 
forts.” “I am pleased to be named an honorary co-chair of 
this important event,” he noted. Archbishop Tutu joins one 
other Nobel Laureate, Elie Wiesel, as a vocal supervisor of 
lesbian and gay equality. Wiesel spoke at the 1990 New York 
Human Rights Campaign Fund Dinner. In his letter to the 
organizing committee of the lesbian and gay fundraiser, 

Tutu stated, “I believe in all you seek to accomplish.” 

Schroeder at BAYMED Dinner 

Congresswoman Patricia Schroeder, D-Colo., will address 
the BAYMEC annual fundraising dinner Saturday, May 30, 
1992, at the Fairmont Hotel, Imperial Ballroom, 170 S. Mar¬ 
ket St. in San Jose.

ACLU Targets Military Ban 

The American Civil Liberties Union has asked every major 
college and university president in the country to join other 
leaders of higher education in signing a resolution calling 
for the end to the military’s anti-gay policy. William Ruben- 
stein, director of the ACLU’s national Lesbian and Gay 
Rights Project, asked university presidents to obtain the in¬ 
stitution’s endorsement of the resolution, but suggests that if 
that were to be an unwieldly process, that he or she give a 
personal endorsement. “The military’s policy is wrong be¬ 
cause it judges men and women on the basis of prejudice, 
rather than performance,” Rubenstein wrote. “Thousands of 
soldiers are forced to live in fear that their military career 
could abruptly end if it is discovered that they are gay, 
regardless of their service record.” James Holobaugh, coor¬ 
dinator of military issues for the ACLU, said that gaining the 
support of the leaders of the institutions of higher education 
in the country was crucial to ending the military’s anti-gay 
policy. “The show of support from these educational leaders 
will be invaluable in changing opinions in Washington 
among legislators and bureaucrats,” Holobaugh said. “Under 
the weight of this concrete evidence, the Pentagon will be 
forced to retreat.” Each year, the Pentagon discharges more 
than 1,400 men and women for homosexuality, at a financial 
cost to taxpayers of $300 million annually.

Former Altar Boys Charge 
Priest Raped Them Years Ago

FALL RIVER, Mass. - 
Three former altar boys 
scheduled a meeting with 
prosecutors May 12 to file 
charges alleging they were 
raped and molested by a Ro¬ 
man Catholic priest 30 years 
ago. 

They are among about 50 
people who have now come 
forward to allege they were 
raped or molested by the 
Rev. James R. Porter when 
he served in churches in 
southeastern Massachusetts 
three decades ago. 

A man identified as Porter 
last week admitted on a taped 
conversation broadcast over 
Boston television station 
WBZ-TV that he had sexually 
assaulted between 50 and 100 
children. 

Since that disclosure May 
7, some 45 more alleged vic¬ 
tims have come forward to 
join those who already had 
told authorities they were 
victimized by Porter, 57, who 
later left the priesthood and 
now lives with his wife and 
four children in Oakdale, 
Minn. 

Porter has declined to be 
interviewed by the media. 

One of his alleged victims, 
John Robitaille, 43, said he 
had repressed memories of 
being raped repeatedly when 
he was an altar boy 30 years 
ago, but “the horror of what 
happened came back to me” 


when he heard the initial 
broadcast reports about 
Porter. 

“I almost drove off the 
road,” said Robitaille, who 
now lives in West Warwick, 
R.I. “I guess it was the valida¬ 
tion, the realization that I 
wasn’t the only one who this 
happened to.” 

Robitaille, Dennis Gab- 
oury, 41, of Baltimore, and 
Steve Johnson, 43, all who 
said Porter sexually assaulted 
them while they were altar 
boys at St. Mary’s School in 
North Attleboro 30 years ago, 
said they planned to file 
charges against him. 

Bristol County prosecutors 
said they would be interview¬ 
ing some 30 alleged victims 
this week but had not yet de¬ 
cided whether to prosecute 
Porter. 

Gadboury said Porter 
raped him in a rectory office 
when he was a 10-year-old al¬ 
tar boy. He said Porter would 
take students out of their 
classrooms at St. Mary’s 
School for a project. 

“Then he would rape them 
and bring them back. It was 
brutal. I’ve talked to people 
who he raped on the altar af¬ 
ter Mass. It’s unbelievable,” 
Gadboury said. 

Robitaille alleged that an¬ 
other priest, identified as the 
Rev. Armando Annunciato, 
walked in once when Porter 
was raping him in St. Mary’s 
rectory. 


“He saw me, he looked me 
in the eye and he turned 
around and walked back up¬ 
stairs,” Robitaille said. “He 
turned his back on me and 
when he did so, it was really 
symbolic of the whole 
church’s attitude toward vic¬ 
tims of this crime.” 

Last week Annunciato said 
he only heard of the sexual 
abuse allegations “after the 
fact.” Johnson said Porter 
would take groups of altar 
boys for projects and end up 
playing blind-man’s bluff “and 
then rape us.” 

Johnson said that “when 
Fr. Porter raped me, he 
pointed a finger in my face 
and said, ‘What you have 
done was bad and God will 
punish you if you tell any¬ 
one.’ ” 

Roderick MacLeish, a 
Boston lawyer who is repre¬ 
senting many of the alleged 
victims, said they would prob¬ 
ably sue the Catholic Church 
and Porter. 

The Fall River Diocese 
has only noted that Porter left 
the diocese more than 21 
years ago and declined fur¬ 
ther comment “since this has 
become a legal matter.” ▼ 


Buffalo Gay Bashing: 
... in the Best Families

Operation Rescue has now 
left Buffalo, NY. Its attempt 
to create a dramatic con¬ 
frontation by blockading 
abortion clinics there during 
two weeks of actions was un¬ 
successful, having met with 
considerable community resis¬ 
tance. 

But after the OR activists 
and the national media have 
gone home, one man remains 
symbolically silenced by the 
so-called pro-lifers. He is 
Craig Klose, a prominent fig¬ 
ure in Buffalo’s ACT UP 
chapter. Klose’s jaw was bro¬ 
ken during a demonstration 
outside the home of Buffalo 
Mayor James Griffin. 

The 300-person demonstra¬ 
tion was planned to protest 
the welcome Griffin gave Op¬ 
eration Rescue. Griffin is an 
arch-conservative who has 
been mayor for 15 years. Divi¬ 
sions among centrist-liberal 
politicians plus Buffalo’s sorry 
economic climate have dis¬ 
couraged the emergence of se¬ 
rious opposition candidates 
during that time. 

(Griffin also controls about 
2,000 patronage jobs, which 
translates into a hard-core fol¬ 
lowing of about 10,000 people. 
This is enough of an edge to 
make the difference in the 
close elections he has run in.) 

The abortion issue quickly 
became irrelevant outside 
Griffin’s house. Demonstra¬ 
tors were met by a screaming 
crowd of some 400 Griffin 


supporters hurling homopho¬ 
bic taunts. 

As the abusive counter- 
demonstrators cried “Fags go 
home!” and “This is South 
Buffalo, not San Francisco,” 
and other derogatory re¬ 
marks, ACT UP staged a kiss- 
in. This provoked the Griffin 
supporters to individually fo¬ 
cus on the men involved, es¬ 
pecially Craig Klose. 

Klose’s tall stature and 
ACT UP T-shirt made him 
the most visible of the kissers. 
Also, his picture has been in 
the local newspaper several 
times recently because of his 
ACT UP activities. 

The demonstrators started 
to depart as a group to pro¬ 
tect each other. Suddenly, one 
particularly well-built man in 
a suit walked across the 
street, punched Klose on the 
chin, and walked away as the 
police held the anti-Griffin 
people back. Klose’s jaw was 
broken in two places. He un¬ 
derwent 3 >/2 hours of 
surgery, and his mouth will 
be wired shut for six weeks. 

Three eyewitnesses to the 
attack have come forward, 
and photos and videos of the 
attacker walking away from 
the scene also exist. Yet the 
police investigation of the in¬ 
cident is making little 
progress. 

The assault happened to 
take place just over the Buffa¬ 
lo border, in the town of 
Lackawanna. There, Jerry Ha- 
zlett, the detective handling

Gay Federal Worker Pressured 
For List of Gay Co-Workers

DALLAS — A gay Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency employee says his 
superiors pressured him for a 
list of gay co-workers in ex¬ 
change for allowing him to go 
to Europe on a non-agency 
trip, a newspaper reported. 

FEMA management ana¬ 
lyst Jerald Johnson was al¬ 
lowed to go on a trip to 
Poland after he produced a 
list of homosexuals who 
worked at the agency, the 
Dallas Morning News report¬ 
ed May 7. He was first denied 
permission by Security Di¬ 
rector John Lilley. 

Johnson, 32, said he dis¬ 
cussed the matter with Agen¬ 
cy Director Wallace Stickney 
and was permitted to go after 
giving the list to Executive 
Director Thomas McQuillan. 

Johnson, who earns $38,861 
a year in his position with 
FEMA’s Office of Operations 
Support, said he regretted 
that he “backed down” and 
turned over the list. 


Stickney acknowledged 
discussing the matter with 
Johnson but denied offering 
to grant him permission to 
make the trip in exchange for 
the list, the News reported. 

Agency spokesman Antho¬ 
ny Venti said that security of¬ 
ficials were worried that 
some gay employees could be 
blackmailed into disclosing 
national security secrets. 

At first, Venti said John¬ 
son’s story was “not factual.” 
But late May 6 he confirmed 
that the security director first 
refused to allow Johnson to 
make the trip but reversed 
his decision after receiving 
the list. 

Through Venti, McQuillan 
denied ever asking Johnson 
for any written information 
identifying gay FEMA em¬ 
ployees and would not com¬ 
ment further, the newspaper 
said. 

The agency has no plans to 
do anything with the list, 
Venti said. 

“They will just keep it in 
case, down the road, other al¬ 


legations are made.” 

The agency is covered by 
Defense Department regula¬ 
tions and many of its em¬ 
ployees must receive security 
clearances. All employees 
need security office approval 
to travel to certain countries, 
including Poland. 

An angry Evan Wolfson, 
staff attorney with the gay 
rights activist group Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund, denounced the collec¬ 
tion of lists of homosexual 
employees. 

Wolfson said there was no 
evidence that gays presented 
a security risk, noting that 
Defense Secretary Dick Che¬ 
ney has said he does not be¬ 
lieve a ban on gay service 
members should apply to 
civilian military employees. 

“If we’re good enough to 
work at the Pentagon, I cer¬ 
tainly think that we should 
be good enough to work for 
FEMA,” he said. “This just 
strikes me as McCarthyism.”

State district Judge Brian 
Rains sentenced Bruice Mon¬ 
day after he was turned over 
to authorities by a bail bonds¬ 
man, reportedly because he 
was making plans to flee to 
South Korea. 

Prosecutors said it was 
Bruice who administered the 
knife wounds that ultimately 


killed Broussard. Bruice’s sen¬ 
tence, which will not allow 
parole before 2003, “sends a 
message that people will be 
prosecuted for the crimes 
they commit,” said Brous¬ 
sard’s mother, Nancy Ro¬ 
driguez. 

“We must not forget the 
other nine,” Rodriguez said. 
“We must not let the others 
go unpunished.” 

Prosecutor Mike Anderson 
said he is uncertain what will 
happen with the remaining 
defendants. Two of them were 
in the courtroom for Bruice’s 
sentencing. 

Gay activist Ray Hill said 
he was satisfied with the sen¬ 
tence. 

“This young man has been 
sentenced to more than twice 
his current lifetime. He will 
serve more than half the time 
he has already lived before he 
is eligible for parole. 

“I think that’s just about as 
much justice as the law 
should allow,” Hill said. 

Broussard and two friends 
were walking home from a 
club when a car full of young 
people drove up, asking about 
a gay club nearby. When 
Broussard and his friends told 
the youths the bar was closed, 
another car drove up. 

Ten men carrying boards, 
some with nails driven into 
them, got out of the cars. 
Bruice had a knife. Broussard 
was beaten and stabbed and 
died seven hours later at St. 
Joseph Hospital, investigators 
said.V 


11th Indie Murder 
Believed Anti-Gay

INDIANAPOLIS - The 
death of an Indianapolis man 
who disappeared nearly 
three years ago may be part 
of a series of slayings linked 
to the Indianapolis gay com¬ 
munity, police say. 

The victim was John Tal¬ 
bott, 27, whose body was 
found May 31, 1989, near De¬ 
fiance, Ohio, but identified 
only last month. 

The body was partially 
submerged in a creek bed be¬ 
neath a bridge. Talbott died 
of asphyxiation and probably 
died about three days before 
he was found, police said. 


Authorities said May 8 that 
Talbott was among 11 young 
men and boys whose nude or 
partially clad bodies have 
turned up in remote areas of 
central Indiana and western 
Ohio since 1985. 

Most of the victims had 
ties to the Indianapolis gay 
community, but authorities 
were unsure about Talbott’s 
sexual orientation, Defiance 
County Sheriffs Capt. Skip 
Hanekrath said. 

Talbott was identified by 
dental records in April, but 
the report of his identity was 
withheld until relatives could 
be notified. ▼ 


Methodist Panel 
Rejects Gay Proposal

LOUISVILLE - A panel 
of the United Methodist 
Church’s governing body has 
rejected an Indianapolis min¬ 
ister’s effort to soften the 
church stand on gays. 

The panel rejected the pro¬ 
posal by the Rev. Richard 
Hamilton of North United 
Methodist Church in Indi¬ 
anapolis, saying that homo¬ 
sexuality “is incompatible 
with Christian teaching.”

Ashe Still Resents 
Media's Intrusion

RICHMOND, Va.—Arthur 
Ashe’s life has changed dra¬ 
matically since he revealed 
last month that he has AIDS, 
and he still resents the intru¬ 
sion of the media in his pri¬ 
vate life, the former tennis 
great said May 6 during a 
hometown visit. 

“Everything has changed,” 
he said before a sports lun¬ 
cheon honoring high school 
athletes. “It’s not easy, nor is 
it always comfortable and de¬ 
sirable, to be a public figure, 
to be walking around with a 
malady such as AIDS.” 

Ashe said he was “pleas¬ 
antly surprised” at the sup¬ 
port he has received and the 
level of public awareness 
about the disease, an aware¬ 
ness he credits to Magic John¬ 
son’s openness about testing 
positive for HIV. 

“I don’t feel as much like a 
leper as I thought I would,” 
Ashe said. “People don’t 
treat me that way.” 

Ashe discovered he was 
HIV positive after a brain op¬ 
eration in 1988. 

Doctors are certain he ac¬ 
quired the virus through a 
blood transfusion, most like¬ 
ly during a second heart oper¬ 
ation in 1983. He had confid¬ 
ed in a number of friends, in¬ 
cluding several members of 
the media, who kept his se¬ 
cret. But Ashe felt forced to 
reveal his disease last month 
when USA Today indicated 
it was going to publish his sit¬ 
uation. 

“I’m still quite resentful,” 
he said. “In fact, that hurts 
more than anything else. I 
still think it was unnecessary 
and I think that is something 
that is between me and my 
doctor and my family.” 

Ashe said he and his wife 
had planned one day to go 
public with the news but 
only when he reached a point 
where his health was serious¬ 
ly affected. 


“The pressure is greater on 
my wife than me,” he said. 
“It’s an imposition, no ques¬ 
tion. In a situation like this, 
your spouse is a co-patient, al¬ 
most.” 

Ashe acknowledged when 
he filled out a visa application 
to enter South Africa last 
November he checked “no” to 
a question about having an 
infectious disease — something 
he can no longer do. 

“I have to admit I lied,” he 
said. “I’m almost sure that if I 
had put AIDS down there, 
they would have said, ‘You 
can’t come.’ Morally, I have no 
problem with that ... because 
I think it’s irrelevant. It’s like 
going through a red light at 3 
o’clock in the morning; I 
mean it’s illegal but 1 don't 
see it being immoral.” 

Ashe said he was not be¬ 
coming a full-time AIDS ac¬ 
tivist but said he would con¬ 
tinue to work with other 
sports figures in an effort to 
improve life for black Amer¬ 
icans. 

Ashe, who was attending 
UCLA in 1965 when Watts 
erupted in violence, said the 
rioting in Los Angeles was 
predicable because not much 
has changed in the inner city. 

“Rodney King really was 
just a catalyst, just a spark 
that set it off, but the resent¬ 
ment had been there a long 
time, as it is in other cities,” 
he said. 

Ashe said blacks could no 
longer count on “white liberal 
guilt” to help resolve crucial 
urban problems. 

“Speaking as someone 
who is an African American, 
who is someone who would 
be called crossover in appeal¬ 
ing to various cultures and 
ethnic groups, there is a big 
gap between perception and 
reality of blacks and whites,” 
he said. 

“The era of white liberal 
guilt is finished, that’s over,” 
he said. ▼ 


Study Targets Viruses 
Associated With AIDS

MOUNT PLEASANT, 
Mich. — A Central Michigan 
University scientist is in¬ 
volved in research he hopes 
will result in development of 
a new drug that would pro¬ 
vide longer and more produc¬ 
tive lives for individuals in¬ 
fected with HIV. 

Chemistry researcher 
Thomas Delia said May 8 the 
search for effective anti-HIV 
agents for use in chemothera¬ 
py treatments is one of the 
most challenging areas of in¬ 
vestigation for medicinal 
chemists. 

Delia has been with the 
CMU faculty for 26 years and 
is a member of the Fulbright 
Association’s National Task 
Force on AIDS. 

His research is centered on 
nucleosides, which are chem¬ 
ical entities found in RNA 
and DNA, the molecules that 
determine an individual’s 
characteristics. 

A major area of research 
today, Delia said, involves the 


development of modified, or 
laboratory-produced, nucleo¬ 
sides that could inhibit virus¬ 
es associated with AIDS. 

AZT and ddl are modified 
nucleosides approved by the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion, but both produce serious 
side effects. 

The development of new 
and effective anti-HIV chemi¬ 
cal agents that produce little 
or no side effects is the ulti¬ 
mate goal of Delia’s project. 

“Chemical agents like AZT 
fight against viruses,” Delia 
said. “They are not cures. A 
dream is to find a cure, but a 
more realistic goal is to find 
an agent that will inhibit the 
AIDS process, to slow it 
down.” 

The potential impact of his 
research is enormous, Delia 
said. 

“The development of an al¬ 
ternative chemotherapy for 
AIDS is a high priority for 
this country, as evidenced by 
the amount of money being 
spent on research and educa¬ 
tion today,” he said. T 


Massachusetts AIDS Activists 
Call for Increase in Funding

BOSTON - The Weld ad¬ 
ministration’s proposal to in¬ 
crease spending on AIDS 
programs by $6 million in the 
next fiscal year is “a good 
first step,” but at least $16 
million more is needed, AIDS 
activists said May 5. 

Members of Project Able, 
which is made up of AIDS 
services providers and medi¬ 
cal workers, said about $18 
million will be needed next 
year to provide services for 
the thousands of Mas¬ 
sachusetts residents who have 
been diagnosed with the 
deadly illness. 

“Those of us who provide 
services to people with AIDS 
have seen our caseload dou¬ 
ble in the last three years 
while we’ve not had a single 
penny in new funding from 
the state,” Project Able 
spokesman Michael Savage 
said. “We’ve got a good first 
step from the Weld adminis¬ 
tration.” 

Savage said with no in¬ 
crease to the $18.6 million ap¬ 
propriation for AIDS preven¬ 
tion, education and treatment 
programs during the last 
three years, services are lim¬ 
ited, programs are forced 
closed and providers often 
must refuse patients. 

The organization held a 
ceremony on the Statehouse 
steps to focus more attention 
on the problem.

The group estimates that 
by year’s end, 6,500 Mas¬ 
sachusetts residents will be 


diagnosed with the disease. 

Lt. Gov. Paul Cellucci, 
who attended the ceremony, 
said the AIDS issue was “to 
some extent, rather basic and 
rather simple. We need to 
treat everyone with decency 
and with respect, those who 
have this disease and those 
who might get it,” he said. 
“We need to show as much 
compassion as we can.” Cel¬ 
lucci said that last year, al¬ 
though the budget did contain 
an increase for AIDS pro¬ 
grams, the budget was aimed 
at restoring fiscal stability. 

“The fact that we now 
have some fiscal stability is 
going to give us more time to 
concentrate on the theme of 
the ’93 budget, which is pre¬ 
vention, and we’re going to 
push it very hard,” Cellucci 
said. “We can’t think of a bet¬ 
ter area to spend prevention 
money than for AIDS pre¬ 
vention and AIDS treatment.” 

Larry Kessler, executive 
director of the AIDS Action 
Committee, said he was dis¬ 
appointed the increase was 
rejected last year, but believes 
Weld’s administration has 
learned more about the dis¬ 
ease during the last year and 
is fully committed to this 
year’s funding increase. 

House Speaker Charles 
Flaherty, D-Cambridge, who 
also attended the ceremony, 
said he would back an in¬ 
crease of $6 million “at a min¬ 
imum,” and pledged to steer 
as much money as possible to 
fund AIDS programs. ▼

HIV and Insurance: 

Life and Disability Insurance: 

• It is legal under California law for insurance companies to 
require HIV testing as a condition of coverage. 

• Companies can legally write policies specifically exempting 
coverage for AIDS, but it’s complicated. 

• A positive HIV test or AIDS-related illness generally makes 
life insurance impossible to obtain, but some policies with 
liberal conditions still exist. 

Health Insurance: 

• It is illegal in California to require a blood test for HIV anti¬ 
bodies as a condition of coverage, or to question applicants 
about HIV status. 

• Companies can legally require medical records that may con¬ 
firm AIDS-related treatment. 

• Medical coverage for people testing positive for the HIV virus 
or an AIDS-related illness is sometimes obtainable under 
private group plans. 

• Medical coverage for people with AIDS or AIDS-related ill¬ 
nesses is obtainable through the California Major Risk Medi¬ 
cal Insurance Program, but the waiting period may exceed 
one year.

NEW YORK - A federal 
judge ruled May 11 that the 
Centers for Disease Control 
was unconstitutionally vague 
and exceeded its statutory 
authority in restricting “offen¬ 
sive” AIDS education materi¬ 
als. 

“This decision will free up 
AIDS education from parti¬ 
san political control,” said 
Nan Hunter, an attorney with 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, who also is a professor 
at Brooklyn Law School. 

Judge Shirley Wohl Kram, 
in U.S. District Court in Man¬ 
hattan, said in a 63-page deci¬ 
sion the offensiveness criteri¬ 
on was beyond the CDC’s au¬ 
thority. 

She also said it was uncon- 
stitionally vague, because the 
language allowed review 


panels to impose their own 
subjective viewpoints about 
which HIV education a major¬ 
ity of adults might find offen¬ 
sive. 

Various AIDS education 
organizations felt the vague 
“offensiveness” restriction 
stymied their ability to edu¬ 
cate people about how to 
avoid the spread of HIV, the 
virus believed to cause AIDS. 

“Finally, clear and support¬ 
ive AIDS education can reach 
all the communities that des¬ 
perately need it,” said Ruth 
Harlow, staff attorney for the 
ACLU’s AIDS Project. “This 
decision strongly affirms that 
the public health and the 
Constitution are more impor¬ 
tant than some vague notion 
of squeamishness about ex¬ 
plicit HIV prevention materials.” 

David Cole, attorney for 
the Center for Constitutional 


Rights, and a Georgetown 
University Law Center pro¬ 
fessor, said, “This decision 
will save lives. It allows orga¬ 
nizations receiving federal 
funds for AIDS education to 
create the most effective edu¬ 
cation materials possible, 
without being hampered by 
some government agent’s sub¬ 
jective determination about 
what will be ‘offensive’ in 
Peoria, Ill.” 

The restrictions were chal¬ 
lenged by various AIDS educa¬ 
tion organizations, including 
the Gay Men’s Health Crisis, 
the Hetrick-Martin Institute, 
Horizons Community Ser¬ 
vices, San Antonio Tavern 
Guild AIDS Foundation, the 
Fund for Human Dignity, and 
the state of New York and the 
New York state Department of 
Health. ▼ 


Art Dealer's $7 Million 
AIDS Bequest Delayed

NEW YORK - A former 
part owner of the Beverly 
Hills Hotel willed $7 million 
to AIDS research when he 
died of AIDS in 1987, but the 
money was in limbo May 12 
while a Manhattan judge tried 
to decide who would control 
the bequest. 

Royal Marks was a part 
owner of the Beverly Hills 
Hotel and a successful Man¬ 
hattan dealer in Egyptian an¬ 
tiquities before his death at 
age 59 in November 1987. 

He willed his $7 million 
fortune to establish a founda¬ 
tion for AIDS research and 
services, asking that his doc¬ 
tor and another AIDS expert 
— Drs. Donald Kotler and 
Michael Lange — be among 
the foundation’s trustees. 

But Surrogate Renee Roth 
has yet to release the funds, 
remaining undecided about 
who to appoint to the board 
of trustees, which will con¬ 
trol distribution of the foun¬ 


dation’s grants. 

The long delay brought an¬ 
gry AIDS activists to the or¬ 
nate Surrogate’s Court in 
lower Manhattan, but they 
said a clerk told them Roth 
was out sick. 

A reporter later was told 
Roth was in, but at a meeting. 
A call for comment was not 
immediately returned. 

Officials at the state Attor¬ 
ney General’s Office said that 
they expected to receive an 
accounting in the case next 
week and that action would 
come by this summer. 

In October 1991 the office 
wrote a letter urging the 
judge to act and to make 
Lange and Kotler foundation 
trustees in accordance with 
Marks’ wishes. 

A vehement complaint was 
added to the controversy last 
week by the outgoing execu¬ 
tive director of the Fund for 
Modern Courts, M.L. Henry, 
who wrote the judge and 
called for her resignation af¬ 
ter a fruitless meeting about 


the case. 

“While you’re fiddling, 
people are dying. We’re run¬ 
ning out of time,” wrote 
Henry, who retired May 1 be¬ 
cause of having AIDS him¬ 
self. 

An assistant to the judge 
wrote back to Henry, stating, 
“I’m sure you know how un¬ 
pleasant such a letter feels to 
the recipient,” adding, “more¬ 
over, antagonism is generally 
unproductive.” 

Roth wants to create an 
AIDS foundation run by 
trustees who “meet the high¬ 
est standards,” the letter as¬ 
sured Henry. 

“If the surrogate has the 
power to completely negate 
the wishes of the decedent, 
why have wills anyway and 
why not let Renee Roth take 
it upon herself to direct the 
assets in any way she wish¬ 
es?” Henry asked in a tele¬ 
phone interview from his Fire 
Island summer home. ▼

Area Reporter about the role 
of lesbian baiting in feminism 
and anti-feminism, Ivins and 
Faludi agreed feminists and 
lesbians, gays and bisexuals 
need to work together to end 
the baiting. 

“I’m surprised that there’s 
so much lesbian baiting of 
feminists. If you say you want 
equality, the immediate re¬ 
sponse is you must be a man 
hater,” Ivins said. 

“The backlash against 
American women occurs in 
the wider context of a back¬ 
lash against lesbians, gays, bi¬ 
sexuals and people of color,” 
Faludi said. “A lot of the hys¬ 
teria over independent wom¬ 
en is multiplied when the 
women are lesbians. That’s 
the ultimate in independence. 


“Whatever we do, we can’t 
do it in isolation. It’s impor¬ 
tant to see that our interests 
are allied,” Faludi said. 

As the talk got a bit side¬ 
tracked, Ivins related some 
anecdotes from conversations 
she has had over the past 
decade with H. Ross Perot, 
Texas billionaire and possible 
candidate for president. 

“The man sounds like a 
Chihuahua,” Ivins said. 

Ivins recalled she once 
printed that Perot’s brain is 
only a half inch deep. The 


next day, Perot was on the 
phone, asking if, in fact, she 
had described his brain as be¬ 
ing only one-half inch deep. 
She, expecting a libel suit, 
sheepishly admitted that she 
had. Perot laughed that most 
of his friends say it’s only one 
quarter inch deep, and hung 
up. 

In another instance, Ivins 
printed that Perot made a 
million dollars a year without 
checking her sources to con¬ 
firm that figure. After the pa¬ 
per came out she discovered 
that Perot makes $1 million 
each day. When the phone 
rang this time, it was an oper¬ 
ator who said, “Collect call for 
Ms. Ivins from Ross Perot.” 

Through funny anecdotes 
and insightful theory, the two 
writers had the Cowell The¬ 
ater crowd both laughing out 
loud and contemplating the 
next steps for creating femi¬ 
nist change. ▼

said that a woman who’s had 
an abortion is like an old 
burned-out house. We are 
saying, ‘No, we’re still on fire, 
we’re still inflamed with the 
desire for change.’ ” 

Through his leadership of 
Chicago’s Pro-Life Action 
League and his authorship of 
“Closed: 99 Ways to Stop 
Abortion,” Scheidler advo¬ 
cates clinic blockades and in¬ 
vasions, harassment of wom¬ 
en and abortion providers, in¬ 
filtration of abortion rights 
groups, utilization of private 
detectives to track clinic 
clients to their homes, and in¬ 
timidation of abortion 
providers through blockades 
on their homes and harass¬ 
ment of their children at 
school. 

According to information 
provided by BACORR, Scheid¬ 
ler recently declared “a year 
of fear and pain” for women 
seeking abortions, and medi¬ 
cal complications for women 


having abortions increase 
when the clinic is targeted by 
pro-lifers. 

He has said that he can un¬ 
derstand how people’s emo¬ 
tions can lead them to bomb 
abortion clinics, and he visited 
both San Diego and Mary¬ 
land just days before bombs 
were planted at clinics in 
those cities. 

Scheidler is also notorious¬ 
ly racist and homophobic, al¬ 
legedly having counseled 
white women not to have 
abortions because the “Mus¬ 
lims” have too many children 
and charged that AIDS is 
“God’s retribution against the 
homosexual lifestyle.” 

Hotel patrons peered out 
of the lobby windows while 
the pro-choice activists smiled 
and waved signs that read 
“Stop Crucifying Queers” and 
“Defend Abortion Rights.” 

As dinner attendees tried 
to walk in the front door, they 
were showered with glitter 
and chants of “Shame!” and 
confronted with signs like 
that of Sister Olive O’Suddin 
of the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence, which read “If 


you don’t like abortions, don’t 
get one.” 

Kimberly Alvarenga, a 
member of the United for 
Life/San Francisco’s dinner 
welcoming committee who 
was standing behind the po¬ 
lice barricade, told the Bay 
Area Reporter what she 
thought of the protest. 

“I think they have a right 
to protest. Some of the peo¬ 
ple coming in are intimidated, 
but I’m not,” she said. “I’m a 
woman, I’m of color, I’m not 
anti-gay, but I am pro-life.” 

“I’m here because women 
have the right to choose what 
we will do with our own bod¬ 
ies. That Constitutional right 
shouldn’t be taken away,” 
Sandra Wilbourn, a protester, 
countered. 

Though the demonstration 
further highlighted the 
crevasse between the two 
forces in the abortion rights 
debate, it further cemented 
the coalition between lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, transgender 
and reproductive rights ac¬ 
tivists regarding the issues 
that connect us. ▼

By the way, my special 
thanks to the guy who called 
the police. In slightly differ¬ 
ent circumstances, it could 
have saved my life. Remem¬ 
ber folks, when you hear a 
whistle and someone yelling 
“call the police!” you can’t as¬ 
sume that someone else will 
do it. Your action — or inac¬ 
tion — could make the differ¬ 
ence. 

And if you want to learn 
how to defend yourself, drop 
by IRATE’s (Irked Radicals 
Addressing Terrorism thru 
Empowerment) Day of Em¬ 
powerment May 17, 1-4 p.m., 
at Castro and Market. Wom¬ 
en from Ronin Dojo, the all¬ 
woman karate group, will 
teach self-defense techniques. 
The life you save could be 
your own.

An hour later I returned to 
the park, with my partner, for 
the scheduled Rodney 
King/First Amendment 
demonstration. 

“It’ll be good for me to be 
able to hang out where I was 
bashed while it’s flooded by 
queers and radicals,” I told 
him. 

He thought that our 
chances of getting bashed by 
the police instead were pretty 
high. 

Indeed, the side streets 
around the park were again 
packed with pigs. It looked 
like a full mobilization of the 
SFPD. On TV, Chief Hongis¬ 


to had said that the police 
didn’t like these gigs, but I 
heard several refer to it as “T- 
bone” — cop-talk for easy 
overtime. 

Sound systems in cop vans 
repeatedly announced, in En¬ 
glish and Spanish, that any 
“deviation” from the assigned 
route would lead to arrest 
without warning. 

It sure sounded like a set¬ 
up, and so it turned out to be. 
The cops arrested hundreds 
after preventing the march 
from reaching its duly ap¬ 
proved destination, Duboce 
Park. Even Jean Harris, spe¬ 
cial aide to the mayor, got ar¬ 
rested (although it took her 
three tries to do so). We 
watched her give the police 
hell on TV. 

“This is entrapment!” she 
snarled, as they reluctantly 
loaded her into a van. 

We managed to stay out of 
jail, having dropped out of 
the march about five minutes 
before the bust so we could 
go to a lecture by the Lesbian 
and Gay Historical Society. 
See how academic pursuits 
can keep you off the streets 
and out of trouble? 

Hongisto’s honeymoon 
with the queer community 
has got to be one of the short¬ 
est on record. Goddess for¬ 
give me, I even voted for that 
fascist in the mayoral prima¬ 
ry! Now he’s declared the 
First Amendment to be a ma¬ 
jor risk to public safety; and 
of course, as its most vigorous 
defenders, we queers are as¬ 
sumed guilty until proved 
otherwise.

AIDS Brief 


AmFAR: $136,000 to SF Groups 

Three San Francisco programs have received funding of 
$136,400 from the American Foundation for AIDS Research. 
Seventeen were awarded by AmFAR in its most recent and 
largest round of educational grants, according to the Rev. 
Margaret Reinfeld, AmFAR’s director of education and in¬ 
ternational programs. Two model programs for women at 
risk f5r AIDS and one needle-exchange program were fund¬ 
ed by the AmFAR grants in San Francisco. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Public Health will receive $25,000 to 
work with an underground needle-exchange program, pro¬ 
viding its clients medical screening, treatment and HIV 
counseling. The Lyon-Martin Women’s Health Services will 
receive $70,000 to educate lesbian and bisexual women try¬ 
ing to get pregnant, those with HIV-positive partners and 
those in a high-risk age group of 20-30 years old. Immigrant 
and refugee women will be trained to educate their com¬ 
munities about AIDS in the Mujures Unidas y Activas pro¬ 
gram set up by the Coalition for Immigrant and Refugee 
Rights and Services, which Reinfeld said will be funded at a 
level of $41,400.

sociation does indeed view 
colonics quite differently. 
Spokeswomen Danielle Wal¬ 
ters said, “This is a very inva¬ 
sive procedure with no 
proven therapeutic value. 
There can be bad outcomes: 
several deaths from perforat¬ 
ed bowels have been report¬ 
ed. Also, colonics, and ene¬ 
mas, too, carry the risk of in¬ 
fection.” 

In addition, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Men’s Health Study not¬ 
ed early in the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic that regular enemas slightly 
increased one’s risk of con¬ 
tracting HIV.

the case, said, “We’re doing the 
best we can for him (Klose).

T he ABC news show 
“20/20” continues to 
break ground in giving 
serious attention to les¬ 
bian and gay issues. On May 8, 
just two weeks after airing a 
segment debunking therapists 
who purport to “cure” gay 
men, it broadcast a powerful 
look at lesbian and gay teen 
suicide. “The Only Way Out” 
was produced by openly gay 
“20/20” producer (and 
GLAAD/NY media award-win¬ 
ner) David Sloan. 

The show cited studies re¬ 
vealing that a third of teen sui¬ 
cides in this country are com¬ 
mitted by lesbian and gay 
youths trying to escape the ha¬ 
rassment and abuse that is so 
much a part of our “traditional 
values.” 

Several teens who had sur¬ 
vived suicide attempts told of 
the verbal and physical abuse 
they faced daily in school. This 
was followed by an interview 
with a group of heterosexual- 
identified teens who gleefully 
admitted to harassing “fags.” 

The show also contained an 
extended interview with Mary 
Griffith, the Walnut Creek, 
Calif., mother who realized 
only after her son’s suicide that 
her sermonizing to him about 
his homosexuality could alien¬ 
ate him. She is now a P-FLAG 
supporter.

regarding crowd control poli¬ 
cies. After what happened 
May 8 on Market Street, I re¬ 
alize this was not the case. 

Now we learn that Hongis- 
to is accused of ordering offi¬ 
cers to confiscate copies of 
the Bay Times because of a 
ridiculing composite photo¬ 
graph on the cover and an ar¬ 
ticle that are critical of 
Hongisto’s handling of recent 
protests. 

Sources close to the situa¬ 
tion say Hongisto was not in¬ 
volved but that it was an 
individual officer who may 
have acted in an attempt to 
discredit Hongisto. 

Other news reports claim 
that Hongisto encouraged off- 
duty officers to pull the pa¬ 
pers from the streets. Hongis¬ 
to denies the allegations. 

Hongisto is either acting 
recklessly on his own, or he’s 
being set up and manipulated 
by lower eschelons, someone 
in the department who might 
have probable cause to un¬ 
dermine and embarrass him. 

It’s no secret that Hongis¬ 
to’s appointment created re¬ 
sentment in the Police De¬ 
partment’s command staff. 


And Hongisto’s star is rising 
in almost every community 
except the activist communi¬ 
ty. His support of officers, es¬ 
pecially those involved in re¬ 
cent demonstrations, has 
boosted his respect among 
the rank and file. So it’s kind 
of fishy that this Bay Times 
controversy should surface 
now. 

As far as those allegations, 
Hongisto should be given a 
chance to defend himself. He, 
unlike the innocent protesters 
he’s been so quick to con¬ 
demn and arrest, should be 
considered innocent until 
proven guilty. 

If Hongisto, who we 
thought would be good for 
police-activist relations, is re¬ 
placed, what should we ex¬ 
pect as a replacement? 

I was present May 8 from 
the negotiations in Dolores 
Park, to the front-line baton 
swinging at Duboce and Fill¬ 
more, to the arrests on Mar¬ 
ket Street, to the booking at 
Pier 38. 

This crowd, which was al¬ 
most 50 percent gay and les¬ 
bian, was not hell-bent on de¬ 
struction as Hongisto has im¬ 
plied. It was a typical peace¬

Supes to Investigate Charges 
That Police Are Out of Control 



Commission Debates 
Police Conduct

The Board of Supervisors 
on May 19 will investigate in¬ 
cidents of alleged police mis¬ 
conduct and unwarranted ar¬ 
rests stemming from recent 
demonstrations. 

The investigation will be¬ 
gin at noon in the Board 
chambers. 

During public comment at 
the Board’s May 11 meeting, 
dozens of people rose to con¬ 
demn the police action and 
tell of their experience during 
the May 8 demonstration. 

Supervisor Jim Gonzalez 
blasted police for their actions 
in the May 8 demonstration 
that saw more than 500 most¬ 
ly non-violent protesters ar¬ 
rested. 

Gonzalez, an eyewitness to 
the protest, made his com¬ 
ments to raucous cheers and 
applause from the capacity 
crowd that filled the cham¬ 
bers in City Hall. 

“‘If I had to vote this time 
as to who tried to cooperate 
the most this time, it was the 
demonstrators,” Gonzalez 
said. 

The supervisor harshly 
criticized police command 
staff for a “provocative dis¬ 
play of police force in assign¬ 
ing officers to surround Do¬ 
lores Park during a pre-march 
rally as unsuccessful negotia¬ 
tions for a parade route were 
under way. 

“You don’t negotiate when 
you are surrounded,” he said. 

Gonzalez said the demon¬ 
stration was “noisy but peace¬ 
ful,” but when he got to the 
Fillmore-Duboce area all he 
could see was a ring of police. 
He said that the march route 
was blocked on Duboce 
Street. 

Gonzalez said that after a 
“brief altercation” that was 
handled quickly, there was a 
lull of about two minutes 
when “nobody knew where 
to go.” He slammed police for 
failing to make a command 
decision to allow people to

New Tool: Martial Law.” 

Bay Times Publisher Kim 
Corsaro told the Bay Area 
Reporter that an estimated 
4,000 papers had been pulled 
from racks at 18th Street and 
Castro in front of Walgreens 
and at other locations, and that 
bundles of papers dropped in 
local business doorways had 
also been taken. 

Eyewitnesses saw some 
papers being confiscated be¬ 
tween 12:30 and 1 a.m. by an 
individual in a non-police ve¬ 
hicle, Corsaro said. 

According to news reports, 
Corsaro said that she was 
told Deputy Chief Frank 
Reed informed Jordan that 
Hongisto allegedly ordered of¬ 
ficers to get rid of the pa*~ 
because of their inflamnu 
nature. 

Supervisor Jim Gonzalez 
called for Hongisto’s immedi¬ 
ate suspension and for an in¬ 
vestigation by the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney for Northern California 
because the incident involves 
suppression of freedom of the 
press, which is guaranteed by 
the U.S. Constitution. 

“Chief Hongisto should be 
suspended immediately while

Criticizing police crowd 
control tactics during the inci¬ 
dent, Gonzalez said that he 
didn’t think the police, “espe¬ 
cially the chief of police,” 
were familiar with the depart¬ 
ment’s own crowd control 
policies, which were revised 
after the Oct. 6, 1989 police 
confrontation with AIDS ac¬ 
tivists in the Castro. 

Gonzalez’s comments came 
in response to a question 
from a speaker during the 
public comment session. 

Supervisor Tom Hsieh at¬ 
tempted to counter Gonza¬ 
lez’s testimony with a speech 
supporting the police re¬ 
spouse; but he was jeered and 
booed by the crowd and was 
quickly ruled out of order be¬ 
cause the public comment pe¬ 
riod of the meeting is for cit¬ 
izens and Gonzalez was re¬ 
sponding to a citizen’s ques¬ 
tion. 

Most present in the cham¬ 
ber turned their backs or of¬ 
fered Nazi-like salutes during 
the pledge of allegiance. 

Other speakers in the ten¬ 
sion-filled hearing included Ja¬ 
son Bishop, a legal observer 
for the National Lawyers 
Guild. 

“There was a complete dis¬ 
regard for our constitutional 
rights. We were assured by 
the Mayor’s Office that as 
long as we stuck to the as¬ 
signed route that no arrests 
would be made. I was a legal 
observer. I want to know 
what the Board is going to do 
about this,” he said. 

Bishop said that he was 
struck by two officers after he 
identified himself as a legal 
observer. 

Speaker after speaker 
called for Hongisto’s resigna¬ 
tion, prompting a cynical re¬ 
sponse from several supervi¬ 
sors. 

“Do I think he should re¬ 
sign? Why should he resign? 
He’s on a roll,” Supervisor 


the allegations are investigat¬ 
ed and an acting chief ap¬ 
pointed until the cloud is re¬ 
moved,” Gonzalez said. 
“These are serious allegations. 
They’re not coming from the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union, demonstrators or com¬ 
munity groups. These are se¬ 
rious allegations by a high- 
ranking deputy police chief 
who brought them to the at¬ 
tention of the mayor.” 

“It’s my understanding that 
there is sworn testimony that 
the action was executed un¬ 
der orders from the chief of 
police. That’s a serious allega¬ 
tion,” he said. “The investiga¬ 
tion has to be fair and un¬ 
tainted and uninfluenced. 
You can’t expect to have an 
impartial investigation by a 
deputy chief who’s involved 
and a Police Commission of 
political appointees,” Gonza¬ 
lez said. 

“If it’s true, it’s looting,” 
Supervisor Angela Alioto 
said. “He should be suspend¬ 
ed until an investigation is 
completed.” 

“We require some kind of 
written detail about the al¬ 
leged offenses. We will be 
happy to consider whatever is 
sent to us,” U.S. Attorney 
William McGivern told the 
Bay Area Reporter. T 


Angela Alioto said. 

Supervisor Harry Britt 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
than he “is convinced” that 
the arrest of demonstrators 
was a setup by police. 

“If only three guys had 
showed up, they would have 
busted them. There’s no ques¬ 
tion this was planned,” he 
said. “I never asked you to 
trust Dick Hongisto. I only 
asked you to vote for him for 
mayor instead of Art Agnos.” 

Britt backed Hongisto’s 
campaign for mayor against 
Jordan until Supervisor An¬ 
gela Alioto declared her can¬ 
didacy. 

Oakland attorney Carol 
Shawn also blasted police 
handling of demonstrators af¬ 
ter their arrests. 

Shawn said she called po¬ 
lice to find out where her 
clients were being detained 
and on what charges, but po¬ 
lice could provide no informa¬ 
tion. 

“It is reminiscent of the sit¬ 
uation in Chile and El Sal¬ 
vador. It is very frightening to 
me that this happened in the 
city of San Francisco,” she 
said. 

AIDS activist Rebecca 
Hensler told the supervisors 
that AIDS activists had 
forced the government to 
change its response to the 
AIDS crisis because of street 
protests, and she said that if 
activists stopped protesting 
because of police response, 
then city officials, including 
the supervisors, would be 
“guilty of murder.” 

The Board has little power 
over the Police Department. 
The chief of police is hired by 
the Police Commission, 
which is appointed by the 
mayor. 

At the meeting, Supervisor 
Carole Migden requested the 
city’s budget analyst to pre¬ 
pare a report about the costs 
to the city from the incident 
and from protests during the 
previous week. T

Police response to a 
planned protest on May 1 
“definitely stopped looting 
and vandalism” from erupt¬ 
ing, Chief of Police Richard 
Hongisto told the Police Com¬ 
mission in his weekly report 
on May 6. 

Several commissioners, in¬ 
cluding Clothilde Hewlett and 
Dorian Nelson, saluted the 
department and Hongisto for 
the police response to two 
tension-filled days while the 
city was under a state of 
emergency following the 
April 30 riot, triggered by the 
Rodney King verdict. 

However, gay commission¬ 
er David Detrich said that he 
would “defer his comments” 
because he had not been pre¬ 
sent at any demonstration. 

At the hearing, John Crew 
of the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union raised questions 
about private discussions be¬ 
tween the commission and 
Hongisto concerning the inci¬ 
dent, but former Superior 
Court Judge Harry Low said 
that the meeting prior to the 
regular commission meeting 
was a personnel matter that 
lasted less than a half hour 
and was not a violation of the 
state Brown Act, which pro¬ 
hibits closed-door meetings of 
city commissions. 

The commission quickly 
deferred most of its regular 
business to allow speakers to 
testify about the police ac¬ 
tions on April 30 and May 1. 
Most of the testimony con¬ 
cerned the controversy over 
Hongisto’s decision to break 


up the May 1 demonstration 
before it got off the ground. 

At the meeting, Supervisor 
Bill Maher, in a rare public 
appearance before a city com¬ 
mission, told the commission¬ 
ers that he supported Hongis¬ 
to’s actions and said that 
when people participate in il¬ 
legal demonstrations, they 
should expect to be arrested. 

“I’ve been in demonstra¬ 
tions since 1964, but I partici¬ 
pate in legal demonstrations,” 
Maher said. 

But Gerard Koskovich, 
who was at the May 1 inci¬ 
dent, told the commission 
that he heard no dispersal or¬ 
der and was arrested when he 
arrived at 22nd Street and 
Mission. 

A dispersal order had been 
given 45 minutes earlier at 
24th and Mission streets but 
Koskovich didn’t know that. 

“I’m not psychic,” he said. 

Koskovich accused the de¬ 
partment of violating its own 
crowd control rules for not 
giving demonstrators access 
to leave the area, which is 
required under the state of 
emergency proclamation set 
by the Board of Supervisors. 

The lengthy hearing was 
split between activists and 
Hongisto supporters, includ¬ 
ing many people who sup¬ 
ported his bid for mayor, and 
two members of the police 
force, including a representa¬ 
tive of the Police Officers As¬ 
sociation who expressed ap¬ 
preciation for Hongisto’s ac¬ 
tions and support of rank and 
file officers on the scene dur¬ 
ing the state of emergency. ▼

that would keep them out of 
trouble with authorities. 

The Police Department’s 
existing crowd control manu¬ 
al, developed following the 
police confrontation with 
demonstrators on Oct. 6,1989, 
in consultation with commu¬ 
nity groups and the Police Of¬ 
ficer’s Association and ap¬ 
proved by the Police Com¬ 
mission in June 1990, requires 
that protesters be properly 
notified to disperse and then 
given access to do so. Ob¬ 
servers at the scene say po¬ 
lice broke those rules May 8. 

Hongisto called for a 
moratorium on protests in 
San Francisco and said that 
he hoped people would “stop 
demonstrating for awhile.” 

“Give us a rest for two 
weeks, time for things to 
calm down. We’d all be better 
off, including the city trea¬ 
sury,” he said. 

But that appears unlikely 
as a march celebrating Har¬ 
vey Milk’s birthday is sched¬ 
uled for May 20 at 6:15 p.m. 
Coincidentally, it’s leaving 
from Dolores Park. 

Meanwhile, calls for 
Hongisto to resign are mount¬ 
ing. Longtime aide T.J. An¬ 
thony, who helped manage 
Hongisto’s unsuccessful may- 
oral race last year, has pub¬ 
licly called on his former boss 
to step down. 

“I didn’t work 12 hours a 
day 7 days a week and spend 
my life savings for Hongisto 
to have it end like this,” An¬ 
thony said. 

Hongisto dismissed criti¬ 
cism of the police handling of 
the incident by members of 
the Board of Supervisors and 
Anthony, saying their criti¬ 
cism was based on “second- 
and third-hand information” 
and that many of them were 
candidates for office. 

Duboce-Bound 

The evening began when 
about 1,500 people gathered 
at Dolores Park to march af¬ 
ter hearing speakers provide 
information about the police 
sweep and mass arrests on 
Mission Street the previous 
week. 

Organizers had planned to 
march to Mission Street. 
Shortly after 5 p.m. police ar-

rived en masse to announce 
that anyone marching from 
Dolores Park off the ap¬ 
proved route would be arrest- 
ed. 

Legal observers and others 
met with police for almost 
two hours in an attempt to as¬ 
sure that the march would 
proceed peacefully and that 
no one would be arrested. Po¬ 
lice agreed to let marchers 
proceed up Church Street to 
Duboce and then west to 
Duboce Park. 

As negotiations went on 
and the crowd continued to 
listen to speakers, a Sheriffs 
Department helicopter circled 
overhead. A police van with a 
loud hailer sound system re¬ 
peated a message in English 
and Spanish more than seven 
times that marchers would be 
arrested if they did not follow 
the agreed-upon route. 

Acting as a mediator be¬ 
tween police and organizers, 
Jean Harris, aide to Mayor 
Frank Jordan, tried to iron 
out details, keeping in touch 
with the Mayor’s Office and 
Hongisto by cellular phone. 

Marchers agreed not to 
march toward Mission Street, 
and Harris, saying that she 
hoped both sides would “give 
a little,” proposed letting 
marchers first proceed up Do¬ 
lores Street to Church, as a 
symbolic gesture on the part 
of the police. 

Lt. Jack Valentine was pos¬ 
itive, but before he could OK 
the plan, marchers started 
moving out of the park to¬ 
ward Dolores Street shortly 
after 7 p.m. 

The marchers proceeded 
up Dolores, west on 15th 
Street to Church, then toward 
Market Street. Police blocked 
every intersection. As 
marchers crossed Market, a 
line of riot police charged 
through the crowd and estab¬ 
lished a line across Church 
Street adjacent to Safeway. 

March Route Blocked 

The march was held up 
briefly until Harris was able 
to convince police that they 
were disrupting the agreed- 
upon march route. 

Marchers rounded the cor¬ 
ner at Duboce and proceeded 
toward Duboce Park. At the 
corner of Fillmore and 
Duboce, they encountered a 
dead end. A line of out-of-ser¬ 
vice Muni N-Judah streetcars 
created a wall of steel to one

side, police vehicles blocked 
Fillmore Street and a line of 
riot police prevented further 
access to Duboce Street, 
leaving marchers no access to 
the park. Near the park 
dozens of riot police waited. 

Pushing broke out at 7:25 
p.m. at the corner of Duboce 
and Fillmore, as demonstrators 
found themselves trapped. 
Someone set off a smoke 
bomb or discharged a fire ex¬ 
tinguisher, escalating confu¬ 
sion. Officers starting swing¬ 
ing batons, brutally striking 
several protesters. Harris was 
struck in the ribs. 

Five officers observed and 
noted using what appeared to 
be excessive force by B.A.R. 
staff were star numbers 588, 
235, 337, 1501 and 1674. 

At the news conference 
Capt. Richard Holder said 
that at Duboce Park a man 
with a green armband was 
yelling obscenities and urging 
people to break through a 
line of police blocking access 
to Fillmore Street and that 
rocks and bottles were 
thrown. 

Holder said that orders 
were given to let marchers 
into Duboce Park but that 
“on their own the crowd 
turned around.” 

March legal observers, Su¬ 
pervisor Jim Gonzalez, aides 
to Supervisors Terence Halli- 
nan and Angela Alioto, a 
representative from the 


American Civil Liberties 
Union, Bay Area Reporter 
staffers and other members 
of the media on the scene 
said that police provoked the 
incident by blocking the 
march route and that 
marchers had no choice but 
to turn back. 

' Police Commissioner Ed¬ 
ward Campagna, an observer 
at the scene with Commis¬ 
sioner Dorian Nelson, said 
“overreaction to the smoke 
bomb” on the part of police 
led to the blocking of access 
to the park. 

No civilian observers re¬ 
ported seeing bottles or rocks 
being thrown at police. 

After about 10 minutes, at 
7:35 p.m., to get out of the path 
of swinging police batons, the 
marchers turned in retreat 
and headed back toward 
Safeway. 

Back Toward Market 

The crowd surged into 
Market Street in front of 
Safeway and police moved 
in, fragmenting the crowd. 
Groups of demonstrators scat¬ 
tered up Church, Market and 
14th streets in all directions 
except toward downtown. 

At 7:40 p.m. protesters 
were ordered to leave the 
street or face arrest. 
Protesters complied, moving 
toward the sidewalks. Several 
hundred protesters made 
it to the sidewalk next to 
Safeway and were not arrest¬ 
ed. A crowd of several hun¬ 
dred herded onto the side¬ 
walk in front of S and C Ford, 
were not allowed to disperse 
and were later arrested. 

At about 8:10 p.m. the first 
arrests were -made. As 
protesters were taken aboard 
police vans and buses for 
booking, a contigent of 
drummers tapped out a ca¬ 
dence and Peggy Sue, a well- 
known activist who was serv¬ 


ing as a legal observer, tried 
to get the names of each 
protester. 

At the scene Harris, who 
was later arrested at 8:35 p.m., 
told reporters that police inter¬ 
rupted the march and caused 
the resulting arrests. 

Arrestees were transport¬ 
ed to Pier 38 where they 
were originally going to be 
held on continuing offenses 
and jailed. But following a 
meeting between Hongisto 
and Supervisors Kevin Shel¬ 
ley, Roberta Achtenberg and 
Carole Migden, those arrested 
were cited and released on 
misdemeanor charges of fail¬ 
ing to obey orders of police 
and disrupting traffic. 

Hongisto said that the 
route for the march was se¬ 
lected by the Police Depart¬ 
ment and that rally organiz¬ 
ers had originally wanted to 
“go down Mission Street in 
the middle of rush-hour traf¬ 
fic.” 

Despite attempts by Har¬ 
ris, legal observers and others, 
including neighborhood resi¬ 
dents, to negotiate a change 
in the parade route estab¬ 
lished by police, Hongisto 
said that no suggestions given 
“were seen as acceptable” de¬ 
spite an hour and a half of ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Hongisto said police could 
have made arrests on Dolores 
Street “but we didn’t want 
to.” 

'Downtown, Downtown' 

He said that demonstrators 
were arrested for veering off 
the approved route onto Mar¬ 
ket Street after they began 
chanting “downtown, down¬ 
town.” 

“A very large number 
were not arrested because 
they were not in the group of 
people shouting 'downtown, 
downtown,’ ” Hongisto said.

The Stuff of Rage

When the call came from a 
source at City Hall that trou¬ 
ble could be expected follow¬ 
ing the Rodney King verdict 
two weeks ago, I have to ad¬ 
mit I groaned. 

Maybe I’m a cynic but I’d 
have predicted to my editor 
while waiting for the ver¬ 
dict to come in over the UPI 
wire that the L.A. police offi- 
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cers would be acquitted. 

I knew that there would 
soon be local demonstrations, 
that the situation might be¬ 
come volatile with scattered 
acts of violence and looting, 
but I didn’t really consider 
that a state of emergency 
would be declared. 

Shortly after the hostilities 
erupted, the building I live in 
next door to the Tenderloin 
police station was surrounded 
by two lines of police officers, 
and I, a chain-smoker, was 
stuck inside and running out 
of cigarettes. Tons ’o fun. 

I’m an odd kind of news 
junkie. I don’t own a working 
television, but I didn’t need 
one on April 30 because I 
could hear a lot of what came 
down in the Tenderloin out¬ 
side my window. 

And what I saw earlier in 
the evening, as an angry 
crowd surged down McAllis¬ 
ter Street to Market, was 
enough. 

The rage terrified me. 

I was thinking about that 
rage and the Rodney King 
verdict and the week’s events 
in San Francisco and L.A. 
when May 8 rolled around 
and I found myself at Dolores 
Park for the march and rally 
to Duboce Park. 

When I got to Safeway at 
Market and Church, and the 
crowd ahead began surging 
backwards and I found myself 
surrounded by police in the 
parking lot, I felt powerless 
and confused and terribly out 
of place. I didn’t know what 
was happening. 

I didn’t much like the feel¬ 
ing. I don’t much like it now. 

But, to tell you the truth, I 
felt pretty much the same 
way when Tim Kingston 
from Bay Times and Alex 
Clemens from Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg’s office 
and I arrived at the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund din¬ 
ner the same evening to alert 
Roberta, Carole Migden and 
Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 


dent Kevin Shelley to the fact 
that more than 400 people 
had been arrested and were 
being held at Pier 38. 

I was a bewildered re¬ 
porter lost in a sea of high- 
class lesbian and gay tuxedo 
penguins just as the Lesbian 
and Gay Chorus was breaking 
into the last refrain of some 
Walt Whitman poem set to 
music. 

Well, at least Cleve Jones 
was there, a familiar face, 
standing in the lobby and 
talking with Wendy Paskin, 
Mayor Jordan’s fiancee. 

When I realized it was 
Paskin, I nearly passed out. 
Despite all the rumors, she 
seemed ordinary enough, 
even charming, and no, con¬ 
trary to the reports, she 
wasn’t whispering marching 
orders on lines from some 
wireless electronic headgear to 
Jordan. They weren’t even 
together. 

Of course, this begs the 
question and at least one 
raised eyebrow about what 
she and Cleve were dis¬ 
cussing before they were in¬ 
terrupted with my adrenaline 
stammer about trouble. 

Anyway, moments later I 
was squeezed in the back seat 
of a cab with the supervisors 
as Kingston rode shotgun and 
we sped to the Hall of Justice. 
Tim always has such bright 
ideas. 

We walked in just as 
Hongisto was concluding his 
press conference and all the 
bigwigs went into a huddle in 
a private room. They came 
out in about 20 minutes, an¬ 
nounced the protesters were 
being cited and released, and I 
got a ride back to Pier 38. 

I stood around outside for 
awhile as the supervisors 
went inside, and when they 
left I bummed a ride from 
Achtenberg and Clemens to 
7th Street and Market, went to 
Carl’s Jr. for dinner and, 
drained and exhausted, went 
home and crawled into bed. 

Days later, I’m still feeling 
very out of place and con¬ 
fused although the crisis has 
calmed down for a couple of 
days. 

I’m not sure how this sto¬ 
ry’s going to turn out though 
or how the activists and po¬ 
lice will work it out. 

There is one thing I’m 
sure of, though. This story is 
about the use of power and 
feelings of abuse and power¬ 
lessness and betrayal. 

It’s about the stuff of rage.

Hongisto claimed that a 
“good number” of people 
who were arrested in the inci¬ 
dent had been arrested at a 
similar demonstration on 
May 1, but he acknowledged 
that the “figures were un¬ 
available.” 

Assistant City Attorney 
George Reilly said arrests 
were made because the 
crowd violated sections of the 
misdemeanor criminal code 
for “failure to obey the or¬ 
ders of a police officer” and 
for blocking traffic. 

Hongisto also said that be¬ 
cause his home phone and 
beeper number were posted 
to a front window of A Dif¬ 


ferent Light bookstore in the 
Castro, he had received 
“threatening calls that left his 
wife very upset.” 

With a record of more 
than a decade of attendance 
at such events, Community 
United Against Violence, 
which facilitates police-com¬ 
munity relations, was notice¬ 
ably absent from the protest. 
Sources say that the group’s 
board ordered them to keep 
a low profile. Board Chair 
Andrew Mead was not avail¬ 
able for comment at press 
time, but Executive Director 
Barbara Cameron told the 
Bay Area Reporter the group 
was in the process of moving 
its offices from the Castro 
District to Market Street and 
that “was mostly the reason” 
for their absence. ▼

countless peaceful ACT UP 
demonstrations. 

Hongisto decided the 
crowds on May 1 and May 8 
posed a threat. Ironically, 
dozens of people in those 
crowds were present with 
Hongisto when the mayoral 
candidate chartered a bus to 
take demonstrators to Sacra¬ 
mento to protest the veto of 
AB 101. Others in those 
crowds worked on Hongisto’s 
mayoral campaign. What a 
difference a couple of months 
makes. One day door-to-door 
canvassers, the next wild-eyed 
potential looters. 

Hongisto’s policy of arrest¬ 
ing people because there is a 
chance they might commit a 
crime is absolutely ludicrous 
and inconsistent with civilized 
Western thinking, and it’s ille¬ 
gal. The police used a techni¬ 
cality to arrest protesters May 
8, saying they strayed from 


the designated march route. 
But the truth is police forced 
the marchers off the route 
and into the situation in 
which they were arrested. 

Police tried twice to inter¬ 
rupt the marchers on their po¬ 
lice-designated route to 
Duboce Park. First, a line of 
several dozen riot police 
across Church Street next to 
Safeway did not stop the 
throng. The second group of 
riot police, at Fillmore and 
Duboce, was successful be¬ 
cause the crowd was trapped 
in a dead end. That’s when 
the pushing began and riot 
police overreacted, swinging 
batons and injuring 
protesters. To avoid getting 
your head cracked, wouldn’t 
you turn around, too? 

Finally, police were incon¬ 
sistent in whom they arrest¬ 
ed. If you were lucky enough 
to get on the sidewalk in 
front of Safeway, you weren’t 
arrested; if you got on the 
sidewalk in front of S and C 
Ford, you were. 

Is the AIDS Candlelight 


Vigil May 17 going to be con¬ 
sidered an illegal assembly? 
Many of those same “danger¬ 
ous people” that participated 
in the May 8 march will be 
there. And what about the 
May 20 Harvey Milk birthday 
'march that is planned as yet 
another direct challenge to 
the new police policy? 

What exactly Hongisto is 
trying to prove is uncertain. 
But someone’s going to have 
to budge soon, or this thing is 
going to continue to build. 
Activists will continue to 
schedule more and more 
demonstrations, which will at¬ 
tract more and more people, 
and Hongisto will be forced 
to decide if he’s going to 
meet each protest with the 
same police response. This 
could go on until the city is 
totally bankrupt. 

The Board of Supervisors 
should act to monitor how 
much money is spent on po¬ 
lice overtime. One person 
shouldn’t be allowed to de¬ 
cide that the city should 
spend $50,000 in an evening 
to corral a bunch of non-vio¬ 
lent demonstrators. Taxpay¬ 
ers shouldn’t stand for it. Mo¬ 
bilizing that many police to a 
protest leaves high-crime ar¬ 
eas of the city vulnerable. 

People who weren’t pre¬ 
sent at the May 8 demonstra¬ 
tion may be hoodwinked into 
thinking that the arrests were 
justified. Police expect the 
public to believe them be¬ 
cause they are the police. But 
the arrests were totally un¬ 
necessary. 

We can’t afford to adopt 
the policies of the embattled 
Los Angeles Police Depart¬ 
ment. But that’s where we’re 
headed. ▼

ing, sexy. The art is in the 
seeming. The semblance is 
the image, and the image is 
the message. She is every 
man’s mistress and mother, 
every woman’s lover and 
aunt, and nobody’s husband 
except Rudi’s — and he is her 
husband, far off from this 
ranch in California.” 

I love that Dietrich herself 
included that — it furthers her 
image. The image of Marlene 
Dietrich was and will proba¬ 
bly for a long time be Desire. 

But, just as so many saints, 
gods and goddesses are 
trapped by the image of their 
first appearance (the poor 
Maiden of Guadalupe is forev¬ 
er doomed to wearing a cac¬ 
tus robe), so are our stars im¬ 


pressed with the image of 
their first roles. 

For Dietrich, this was Lola 
Lola in The Blue Angel, her 
first major hit movie. And 
what was Lola Lola’s image? 
Coolly detached, disdainful of 
men, mysterious and irre¬ 
sistibly desirable. This wasn’t, 
perhaps, the worst image for a 
star to find herself trapped in, 
but it does raise a question: 
Do we even want to believe 
in something other than the 
image with which we’re pre¬ 
sented? 

Jungians and other psychol¬ 
ogists who deal in the mythic 
maintain that the gods and 
goddesses are in fact our¬ 
selves, archetypes created in 
our own image. Legends and 


stories would grow up around 
the gods and goddesses — true 
or untrue, they would illus¬ 
trate an aspect of ourselves 
with which we could identify, 
around which we could pat¬ 
tern our own identity. Reading 
the legends of the gods and 
goddesses was a way of being 
what we dared not be. 

The Gospel According 
To Dietrich 

The role of the priests and 
priestesses was to enhance 
the image of these deities — to 
tell and retell the stories; re¬ 
shaping the stories in every 
telling so they would be heard 
by whomever was listening. 
Since they spoke to crowds o f

M arlene Dietrich 
has died. We’ve 
read all the bio¬ 
graphical notes 
now, we’ve heard Lili Mar¬ 
lene sung over and over in 
homage to the star. The 
books are out: she had lesbian 
affairs say some, she didn’t 
say others. She was cranky; 
she was a genius. She was the 
product of the star system; 
she was her own woman. 

Whatever the truth, Diet- 
rich was unquestionably a 
goddess of the dominant cul¬ 
ture. 

Straight men swooned 
over her — she was their ideal 
lover, the exotic bad girl. 


Straight women wanted to be 
her — she was a model of gen¬ 
der freedom and sexual liber¬ 
ation. Her glamour entranced 
gay men. Lesbians around the 
world had crushes on this 
tough femme. 

Dietrich never directly ad¬ 
dressed her desirability; and 
she steadfastly maintained 
her own heterosexuality — in 
words. But her life has left us 
with many questions of inter¬ 
est to our queer culture: How 
could one person appeal to 
such a diverse range of peo¬ 
ple? 

And, if one person can b e 
the focus for people of all sex¬ 
ual orientations, is there then 
something amiss in our soci¬ 
ety’s penchant for qualifying 
sexual orientation, for defin¬ 
ing sexual attraction solely by 
gender, for celebrating ex¬ 
pressions of affection/love 
when they occur between a 
man and a woman and damn¬ 
ing them when between two 
men or two women.? 

Near the end of her autobi¬ 
ography, Marlene, Dietrich 
included the testimonies of 
friends and fans. Here’s an ex¬ 
cerpt from the now-famous 
piece by Kenneth Tynan: 

As I wrote before I met 
her, she has sex but no partic¬ 
ular gender. They say (or, at 
least I say) that she was the 
only woman who was al¬ 
lowed to attend the annual 
ball for male transvestites in 
pre-Hitler Berlin. She habitu¬ 
ally turned up in top hat, 
white tie and tails. Seeing 
two exquisite creatures de¬ 
scending the grand staircase, 
clad in form-hugging sequins 
and cascading blond wigs, she 
wondered wide-eyed: Are 
you two in love,’ ‘Fraulein,’ 
said one of them frostily, ‘we 
are not lesbians.’ This Mar¬ 
lene lives in a sexual no 
man’s land — and no woman’s 
either.

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have him take a whack at 
Harvey ’s life than Oliver 
Stone.

WHAT THEY REALLY

KQED spokes¬ 
person John Levine says the 
June show is a pilot, pro¬ 
duced for WNYC by John 
Scagliotti, whose credits in¬ 
clude Before Stonewall. 
KQED hopes to air regular 
installments of In the Life 
beginning in the spring of 
’93. Along with Clinton, the 
show’s creators include 
David Friedman, the musi¬ 
cal conductor for Disney’s 
animated Beauty and the 
Beast, and lesbian filmmak¬ 
er Lucy Winer. 


HATE TO STEREO¬ 
TYPE, but can there be any 
dispute about the sexual ori¬ 
entation of Jim B., the “Star-

An Impulse 
Toward Healing 

New Exhibit Addresses 

The Regeneration of the Individual 

And the Whole Body Politic

A n impulse toward 
healing has infused 
much art since 1985, 
more so perhaps than 
in any period since the imme¬ 
diate post-World War II 
works of artists such as Lee 
Krasner, Ben Shahn, Frida 
Kahlo and David Smith. Or 
even Paul Cadmus, in whose 
The Bath two young men 
(presumably war veterans) 
bathe themselves in a cheap 
tenement apartment in antic¬ 
ipation of a new life. 

Late- ’80s works that ad¬ 
dress healing recognize it as 
an urgent and necessary part 
of an individual’s growth pro¬ 
cess, but they often comment 
as well on the regenereration 
of the whole body politic, or a 
particular community. 

The group exhibit “Heal¬ 
ing,” which opens at Rena 
Bransten Gallery in San Fran¬ 
cisco on May 12, examines 
the subject in a minimalist 
format. It includes some of 
the strongest voices involved 
in the current transformation 
of minimalism and artists 
who have never before shown 
work. The exhibit is fairly 
evenly divided between 
straight and gay artists, all of 
whom have created works 
specifically for this exhibition. 

’Dirtying’ Minimalism 

The attempt to broaden, or 
consciously “dirty,” the vocab¬ 
ulary of “pure” minimalism 
has been sharply affected by 
issues of lesbian and gay iden¬ 


tity. Several of the best- 
known early minimalists are 
quietly lesbian or gay, but 
many younger minimalist-in¬ 
spired artists are bringing is¬ 
sues of homosexual experi¬ 
ence to the forefront of a 
form that was previously de¬ 
fined by its lack of content. 

At the same time, several 
of these younger artists have 
talked about their attraction 
to minimalist forms, partially 
arising from “open,” often 
monochromatic space that al-

lows viewers to incorporate 
their own ideas. 

AIDS has certainly been a 
prominent factor in this trans¬ 
formation. Much of the street 
and graphic propaganda 
about AIDS has employed 
the tactics of conceptual and 
minimal artists, and this has 
reflected back into the studio. 
Yet in the broader context of

healing, it is often not imme¬ 
diately possible to define the 
artwork as straight or gay. 

Felix Gonzalez-Torres has 
reacted to AIDS in diverse 
ways. In the New York show¬ 
ing of this “Healing” exhibit, 
he simply placed two sheer 
white curtains over a win¬ 
dow, altering the mood of 
light while allowing the view¬ 
er to look outward through a 
film of memory or fear. In the 
San Francisco exhibit, where 
the windows are not appro¬ 
priate for this work, he has 
installed a No Smoking sign. 

Steven Evans’ reproduc¬ 
tions of boys’ clothing adver¬ 
tisements from antique Amer¬ 
ican catalogs allude to loss of 
innocence and covert sexual¬ 
ity. In this exhibit he repro¬ 
duces an Extra Fancy Shirt¬ 
waist in black. 

Pierre Jean Serres works 
with traditionally based 
scenes in embroidery, an ac¬ 
tivity which was often 
thought of as a healing activ¬ 
ity. 

Jim Hodges has xeroxed a 
New York Times article 
about a “New AIDS Drug” 
1,200 times, and from this 
process emerges a form that 
looks remarkably like a spin¬ 
ning astronomical nebula. 

In the process of mourning 
for a friend, artist David Car- 
rino began with black cloth 
wall hangings. His work 
quickly evolved in a dialecti¬ 
cal process to use a shiny 
golden silk fabric stretched on 
the wall, on which he has 
restitched a few last words. 
This piece recalls the bright 
banners one can see at Ti¬ 
betan or Buddhist celebra¬ 
tions as well as Western polit¬ 
ical banners. 

Jack Pierson’s blown-up 
photo of an attractive nude 
blond guy, posed somewhere 
between invitation and dan¬ 
ger, offers another form of 
healing. 

“Healing” also includes 
works by Pedro Cabrita Reis, 
Carsten Holler, Adam Fuss, 
Gotscho, Jonathan Genkin, 
Cameron Shaw, David Ire¬ 
land, Donald Moffett, 
Gretchen Faust and Kevin 
Warren, Orshi Drozdik, Fred¬ 
erick Einhorn and Michael 
Jenkins. 

Art and Healing 

The exhibit was organized 
by Olivier Renaud-Clement 
and Brent Sikkema. The lat¬ 
ter spoke to the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter recently about their 
motivations for mounting it: 

“The idea for this show 
came up because so many of 
us involved in this gallery 
(Wooster Gardens in New 


York) are gay and have lost 
friends or are in the process 
of losing friends. We wanted 
to identify these concerns, 
and the notion of healing 
seemed the most obvious 
way. 

“The process of healing is 
a little like art-making in and 
of itself. It may be ambiguous 
or abstract, but the end re¬ 
sults are tangible. There’s a 
correlation, for many, be¬ 
tween working as a visual 
artist and working as a healer 
in terms of how the hands 
and mind are applied in a 
generative, remaking pro¬ 
cess.” 

Artist Fredrick Einhorn 
has made a bronze cast of a 
Barbie doll, reflective of the 
therapeutic uses of these and 
other artists. 


“Dolls and other objects 
are used fairly extensively to¬ 
day in psychotherapy to act 
out narratives,” Sikkema says. 
“Einhorn has been an actor 
and a hairdresser, and now he 
has lots of projects mapped 
out, many involving the 
bronzing of certain objects.” 

And Barbie isn’t the only 
“classic American object” to 
find its way into the show. 

“Michael Jenkins’ table is 
almost one, too, the way it’s 
been pared down with a 
Shaker-like presence. His 
work constantly deals with 
the theme of coupling, and 
this work has four legs with a 
top structure. 

“One leg is coated with yel¬ 
low fabric, a sock. The color 
yellow is the international

P aul Kwan and Arnold 
Iger are cranking it 
out again. “It” being 
performance, in an 
art-as-culture assembly line.

Anatomy of a Spring Roll 
is an “Artists-in-Resident” 
event that is part of the ongo¬ 
ing “Tracing Time” exhibi¬ 
tion that runs through May 
30. 

There is also a documen¬ 
tary Iger and Kwan are pro¬ 
ducing for Public Television 
to be aired in the fall that 
traces Paul’s return to post¬ 
war Vietnam. He grew up 
there during that country’s 
cultural upheaval, left nearly 
20 years ago and returned in 
search of, among other things, 
the symbolically perfect 
spring roll. 

Most of the work Persona 
Grata has done to this point 
explored identity through the

Their current media¬ 
tions are politically specific 
representations of a shifting 
and bundled self. ▼

Cast and Author of AIDS Farce Speak Up 

A Circus of Appalling Wonders

B efore The Baddest of 
Boys opens this 
weekend at the Cow¬ 
ell Theatre, and some 
politically correct enforcer 
squawks a self-righteous 
protest, I’ll tell you this: Doug 
did it. 

Doug Holsclaw is the au¬ 
thor of this Theatre 
Rhinoceros premiere, so you 
should expect something 
provocative and insightful. 
Judging from his previous 
outings with Life of the 
Party, In the Summer When 
It’s Hot and Sticky, and his 
most recent Don’t Make Me 
Say Things That Will Hurt 
You, prepare for something 
downright hilarious that’s all 
about AIDS. 

The Baddest of Boys mer¬ 
cilessly taunts the medical im¬ 
probabilities of AIDS and 
punctures New Age sanctimo¬ 
niousness that has grown up 
around it. But such satire is 
subsidiary to the play’s depic¬ 
tion of the harrowing absurdi¬ 
ties we endure while trying to 
maintain our grip amidst dai¬ 
ly deaths. The play depicts a 
fevered three days in the life 
of an extended family: the 
owners and staff of the Cafe 
Carl. While Perry, the cafe’s 
owner, lies in an upstairs 
room dying from horrendous 
AIDS complications, his lover 
Charles, in the restaurant be¬ 
low, struggles against insur¬ 
mountably comic odds mere¬ 
ly to get open for the day. 

Dropping Dead 

Waiters call in dead — 
again; the chef and the man¬ 
ager plot wresting ownership 


of the cafe from the dying 
man even as do-good healers 
arrive with wondrous cures 
for him; assorted lovers, per¬ 
formance artists and even 
worse hangers-on barge in 
and out; and political demon¬ 
strations, a media onslaught 
and religious miracles storm 
the cafe. 

The playwright discarded 
his early version of the play 
which covered the entire year 
leading up to the opening of 
the present play. “The first 
draft,” Holsclaw explains, 
“was a more realistic play 
about the interpersonal poli¬ 
tics of this dysfunctional ex¬ 
tended family, about the diffi¬ 
culty of making moral choices 
and doing the right thing 
when there’s no precedent — 
you know, this illness is not 


exactly parallel to anything 
most people have experi¬ 
enced before.” 

But the author was having 
writing problems, and, frus¬ 
trated, abruptly switched to 
writing a farce. “There was so 
much I wanted to talk about, 
and so much I wanted to illus¬ 
trate, that when I turned to 
farce, it was like taking off the 
gloves. I could go further with 
greater economy.” 

With the action now fo¬ 
cused on three days, as op¬ 
posed to a year, Holsclaw 
found that the broad strokes 
of farce also brought humanity 
out of the outrageousness. The 
cast, director and author now 
downplay the script’s ostensi¬ 
bly sacrilegious treatment of 
AIDS.

Poison 

directed by Todd Haynes; Fox/Lorber Home Video 


Some films really do need 
to be seen on the big screen. 

Poison is one of them. Not 
that its cheeky ways and 
monumental narrative about 
the social construction of the 
"outsider" don't register on 
video, but as electronic im¬ 
ages, the juiciness, the tex¬ 
ture and tactility, of some of 
Todd Haynes' visuals is di¬ 
minished. The title se¬ 
quence, during which a boy 
fondles objects in his moth¬ 
er's bedroom, and some of 
the more carefully lit, Genet- 
inspired prison sequences 
are particularly problematic. 

The publicity campaign for 
Poison, readers may remem¬ 
ber, was buttressed by the American Family Association, 
which found the film's homosexual content reprehensi¬ 
ble. Watching this eminently intelligent piece one can see 
the AFA's real fear: Poison challenges, makes viewers 
question how and why they react to difference with such 
reflexive horror. And it honors the sexual, in all its glory 
and perversity. 

Poison, like Gaul, is divided into three parts: a "mad- 
scientist," '50s black-and-white horror film scenario; a 
documentary-style account of a young boy who kills his 
father; and the lushly rendered prison ruminations of a 
gay, lifelong criminal. Haynes weaves these three stories 
together into a potent, coherent narrative. See it on video 
if you must — my complaints aside, most of it holds up 
quite fine — but look for it at the cinema. Note: there are 
three versions of Poison. FLV 1050 is the "director's 
cut"; FLV1050NC is an NC-17 cut; FLV1050R is the R- 
rated installment.

A perky lesbian in San Diego berated me last month for 
panning Basic Instinct: "You shouldn't be protesting, 
Catherine's a woman of power — she controls people." 

Yeah. It sounded like 
the ultimate in cinemat¬ 
ic reappropriation to 
me; when I mentioned 
that the most lesbian- 
identified character 
was the least powerful 
in the film — and went 
the way of all screen 
sapphics, off to a vio¬ 
lent death — she 
shrugged her shoulders 
as if the point were to¬ 
tally irrelevant. 

On we sparred, nei¬ 
ther convincing the oth¬ 
er, and it wasn't until I 
viewed The Black 
Lizard again that I real¬ 
ized that my friend in 
S.D. could have been 
right — if Basic Instinct had the panache of Kinji 
Fukasaku's 1968 cult fave. The Black Lizard is the tale 
of the cat-and-mouse struggle between a beautiful drag 
queen who kidnaps a businessman's daughter and a 
cagey detective who becomes increasingly attracted to 
her/him. The equal matchup of intelligence and cunning 
heightens the tension here; in Basic Instinct Michael 
Douglas is a somnambulant boob, but Isao Kimura as De¬ 
tective Akechi counters the Black Lizard's every move. 
Unlike the bisexual Catherine, the Black Lizard is a gay 
criminal you can get behind; she's got style to the max 
and even in defeat she's almost a role model. 

Surprisingly, the subtitled, letterboxed transfer of the 
Cinemascope classic consistently conveys the richness 
of the original, and unlike the transfer of similar portions 
of Poison, the darker-lit scenes and those with saturated 
color maintain their integrity.

Ever wonder what all those hunky, chiseled-bodied 
and ultimately unapproachable guys at the gym do for 
sex? Solo shots, of course — how could they possibly find 
an equal? The above two collections document the Beau¬ 
tiful Men of Onan at work. The Buckshot is boring — bor¬ 
ing men, boring music and relentlessly boring (if utterly 
competent) cinema — but Brazilian Beef is something 
else. These ultramodelesque Adonises have what it takes 
to make their self-absorption highly absorbing. My fave 
was wild-eyed "Junior," who before he j.o.'s introduces 
his pet donkey to the camera. He pets the creature and 
babbles aimlessly in Portuguese, except for the part in 
English about "liking" animals. This prelude is too scintil¬ 
lating for words, and if the masturbatory ritual that fol¬ 
lows is a bit of a comedown, so to speak, it's still engag¬ 
ing. The rest of his compadres are a dream as well. The

Tale of a Life Well Lived

I n a recent Omni article 
on death in our culture, 
Mary Catherine Bateson 
called for the “affirma¬ 
tion of completion,” arguing 
that “the life that physicians 
struggle to sustain needs to 
be aware, participative, fully 
human, with death as one of 
its significant moments.” 

In Paul Cox’s film A 
Woman’s Tale, we witness 
such a life, as actress Sheila 
Florance plays a woman with 
cancer who fights for the 
right to an independent life as 
well as an independent death. 

Florance actually was dy¬ 
ing of cancer at the time the 
film was made, and much of 
the work is based on her own 
experience. (She died last Oc¬ 
tober, a few days after receiv¬ 
ing the Best Actress award 
from the Australian Film In¬ 
stitute for her role in A Wom¬ 
an’s Tale). 

Florance, as Martha, a 
woman in her late 70s, has a 
tremendous, indefatigable 
spirit and is a bit of both a 
sage and a charming crank 
who embraces life fully. The 
lines on her face, about a 
decade premature due to 
cigarettes, make her both 
beautiful and grotesque. Cox 
obviously loves the use of 
light and shadow to trans¬ 
form her face into a mask, 
with the bright red gash of 
her mouth and eyes sunken 
into dark purple folds. 

Cox employs beautifully 
evocative photography in a 
meditation on death as a re¬ 


turn to the elements, as the 
frequent shots of water and 
fire remind us. We see im¬ 
ages of the woman’s past, 
both fleeting and haunting 
fragments of her dreams and 
memories of wartime and 
loss. 

This is a portrait of a 
woman who appreciates ev¬ 
ery moment of her life, who 
delights in her plants, walks 
with friends and chats with 
the neighborhood prostitute. 
She still, however, fiercely 
clings to her remaining vice 
of smoking, having little pa¬ 
tience for those who “invent¬ 
ed” nonsmoking areas and 
passive smoking, and con¬ 
tends that tension is a bigger 
killer than cigarettes. 

Her visiting nurse and 
friend Malinka (Gosia Do- 
browolska) defends Martha 
from an interfering son who 
wants to put her in a home. 
Malinka recognizes how im¬ 
portant it is for Martha to 
have her own home and inde¬ 
pendence for as long as possi¬ 
ble. 

Double-Purpose Bed 

In turn, Martha supports 
Malinka’s affair with a mar¬ 
ried man (the affair is carried 
out in Martha’s house when 
she is out). Martha says that 
an affair can keep one going, 
and is taken with the idea of 
her bed being home to both 
the life of their sex and her 
death. 

Martha deals with death in 
an unusual way, by being 
able to find the “beauty of 
character” in it. There is a

gentle humor throughout the 
film, whether Martha talks to 
her bird, Jesus, or her cat, lis¬ 
tens to a talk radio program 
or does her “geriatric duties,” 
spending time with her neigh¬ 
bor Billy or her friend, the an¬ 
cient Miss Inchley. 

When Billy finds it increas¬ 
ingly difficult to take care of 
himself, Martha compassion¬ 
ately assures him that he has 
“no need to apologize for be¬ 
ing alive.” Cox balances such 
pathos with a humorous look 
at Billy’s funeral, complete 
with a clergyman who quite 
obviously never knew the de¬ 
ceased and an uncaring family 
that never paid any attention 
to Billy except on Christmas 
Day. 

Martha tries to reach out to 
others; she is genuinely friend¬ 
ly, although her overtures to

Berkeley Rep production of 
Oscar Wilde’s The Importance 
of Being Earnest. And rightly 
so. But not a single one of 
them mentioned that Earnest 
is probably the quintessential 
gay play, and only one (the 
only gay critic at a main¬ 
stream San Francisco paper) 
related the play to Wilde’s life. 

Most local reviewers com¬ 
mented on the play’s class 
warfare, aided by the Rep’s 
restoration of some sassy ma¬ 
terial concerning the mone¬ 
tary divisions of society. But 
still, not a whisper about the 
love that ... you know. 

But it was my hunch, my 
supposition, that this was an 
unquestionably gay play, one 
of imperative interest and im¬ 
port, for adult homosexuals. 
My trip to the Berkeley Rep 
was a pilgrimage of sorts, to 
find out if, and to what de¬ 
gree, I was right. 

What I found was a play 
that has nary a gay character 
or plot incident, but which is 
nevertheless the wellspring of 
20th-century gay identity and 
behavior. Its impact on gay 
culture cannot be underesti¬ 
mated. 


Queer Sensibility 

Although mounted in 
Berkeley by a team of artists 
whose intent was hardly gay 
polemic, this snappy produc¬ 


tion can’t help but reveal the 
great queer depths of the 
play’s impetus and message. 
In short, a viewer will find 
that not only does The Impor¬ 
tance of Being Earnest dis¬ 
play an utterly queer sensibil¬ 
ity, but it is, I think, the moth¬ 
er of it. 

It was during his college 
years that Wilde fully realized 
his “outsider” status and acted 
on it, consolidating the combi¬ 
nation of dandyism, irrever¬ 
ence and wit that became his 
defense and hallmark. 

As the Berkeley Rep 
Earnest begins, we see all 
these qualities in the person of 
Algernon, portrayed by 
William Ragsdale in the effete 
stereotype that meant ‘gay ‘in 
the era before the word and 
its sexuality were attached to 
the style. 

It’s an archetypically gay 
portrayal, even though the 
character is straight. And the 
plot, in which two men find 
their false identities to be 
detrimental to wooing young 
ladies, hinges on crucial ele¬ 
ments of gay life: donning a 
mask to venture into society 
and dropping it because it 
doesn’t work. 

It’s that simple, and that 
profound. In Earnest, Wilde 
provided the blueprint for gay 
behavior and speech which 
still prevails, and penned a 
plea for coming out. He also 
invented, or perhaps codified, 
camp. 

Upending Hypocrisy

points out Wilde’s method of 
“inversion and hierarchical re¬ 
versal, especially the substitu¬ 
tion of surface for depth and 
the superficial for the essen¬ 
tial,” which upended Victorian 
values and exposed hypocrisy. 

Wilde’s beliefs forced him 
to drop his own mask. But in 
doing so, he was destroyed by 
a society which would tolerate 
his pose, but not the truth be¬ 
hind it. 

We’re fortunate the first 
gay superstar was an intellect 
and wit like Wilde and not 


one of the latter day 
bitch/queen stereotypes. In 
Wilde we received this centu¬ 
ry’s image of the homosexual 
— the stance, voice, frivolous¬ 
ness, and adulation of surface 
values which prevailed until 
Stonewall provided the oppor¬ 
tunity to create ourselves, not 
in reaction to a heterosexual 
definition, but by looking 
within. In seeing The Impor¬ 
tance of Being Earnest we re¬ 
visit our birth, as it were, to 
look in the mirror of who 
we’ve been and reassess the 


reflection we see. 

The Berkeley Rep produc¬ 
tion, splendidly acted, crisply 
paced and set in a lovely Pre- 
Raphaelite frame, is quite a 
present. ▼

O'Keefe Trio Includes 
Some of His Best Work

A trio of John 
O’Keefe’s mono¬ 
logues are currently 
being produced by 
the E.L.F. Group and per¬ 
formed at the Actors Theatre 
of San Francisco. 

Popular theatre artist 
Mary Forcade, perhaps best- 
known as a well-respected 
and extremely busy Bay Area 
director, performs in Man in 
the Moon. Forcade is in com¬ 
plete possession of every nu¬ 
ance in this riveting perfor¬ 
mance of a street person. 

While searching for an elu¬ 
sive dream in a twisted poet¬ 
ry of pathos and humor, sex 
and scatology, Forcade’s char¬ 
acter is revealed as one of 
those people of the streets 
who becomes the conscience 
of the rest of us, reflecting us 
back to ourselves. 

You find yourself believing 
that the moon could reveal 
her secrets to this person, 
who embodies the wisdom of 
the streets and the eloquence 
of the gutter, and finally turns 
the question of who really is 
the crazy person back to the 
audience. 

Forcade’s ability to tran¬ 
scend gender and race is sim¬ 
ply astonishing, and a lesson 
from which to learn for every 
actor. 

Two Premieres 

Two Bay Area premieres 
of works include Robert El- 
ross (who also staged all the 
pieces) in The Magician and 
Joe Lucas in The Promotion. 


Elross is understated as 
The Magician, whose clever 
card trick is a wonderful de¬ 
vice for the unfolding of a sto¬ 
ry of a man trying to catch 
his wife with another man. 

From revealing the “ear 
of hearts” to the “laughter 
that licks its tongue across 
your eyes,” and speaking of 
love while showing the card 
of lust, Elross quietly and ef¬ 
fectively builds the tension in 
this perverse little story. And 
the cards are all in the right 
order. 

The investment broker in 
The Promotion is just a ma¬ 
terial boy, who loves his girl¬ 
friend almost as much as his 
BMW, but whose lust for a 
promotion and the TV-ad 
idea that image is everything 
transforms his overactive 
imagination into a yuppie 
horror story. 

Lucas still needs to get a 
firm handle on the material, 
but a few flaws in his execu¬ 
tion don’t detract from enjoy¬ 
ing this sort of Stephen King- 
meets-thirtysomething night¬ 
mare. Lucas is at his best 
when personifying the boss in 
a patronizing, Joe Isuzu (a.k.a. 
David Leisure) kind of voice, 
but occasionally loses control 
of the piece as the story accel¬ 
erates. This is a tour-de-force 
tale, though, and as some of 
O’Keefe’s finest writing, well 
worth the listen and the look.

Perhaps the true marvel of 
Jenkins’ oeuvre is her ability 
(nearing a 20-year anniver¬ 
sary) to convince herself, her 
collaborators, her dancers and 
her dwindling audiences (Fri¬ 
day’s house was half-full) that 
there is value in self-conscious 
obscurantism. In truth, the 
empress is as artistically 
naked as a jay bird. 

Several of my colleagues 
have recently hailed Jenkins’ 
“return to dancemaking,” ev¬ 
idenced by Sightings (a short, 
ambisexual piece made for 
the Oakland Ballet in 1991) 
and the 15-minute (or so) 
dance trio called Strange At¬ 
tractors (also with unisex cos¬ 
tumes) that premiered on Fri¬ 
day’s program. These are bet¬ 
ter works — more theatrically 
potent, without multimedia 
distractions, or the obnoxious 
textural or vocal intrusions of 
performance guru Rinde Eck¬ 
ert. But they still affirm the 
choreographer’s basic unwill¬ 
ingness (or inability) to make 
movement that serves either 
expressive or musical ends. 

Titular Pretensions 

Despite pretensions to the¬ 
matic content (please note the 
title), what occurs onstage in 
Strange Attractors is ran¬ 
dom, discontinuous move¬ 
ment episodes (scooped air, a 
pseudo-jig, pulled bodies, a 
dancer who hops with one leg 
folded in a lotus-style posi¬ 
tion, etc.). There is no devel¬ 
opment, no insight in terms 
of emotional relations, spatial 
patterning or steps. 

Jenkins’ old-time formal¬ 
ism (the 70s and early ’80s) 
has returned, but now the 
edges are softer, imbued with 
a false, we-must-be-feeling- 
something contextual glow. 
Unlike pornography, the 
boredom of Jenkins’ repetitive 
fragmentation never finds re¬ 
lease (or cinematic resolution) 
in orgasmic climax: the lights 
simply dim and the back¬ 
ground noise stops. There’s 
not a heavy-breather in the 
house. 

The idea of a born-again 
enthusiasm for dance seems 
little more than wishful think¬ 
ing, especially in a program

Is It Hard Yet?

W ould it be unkind 
— professionally ir¬ 
responsible, per¬ 
haps — to say 
there is more redeeming so¬ 
cial value to be found watch¬ 
ing a porn video — any porn 
video — than in an evening of 
Margaret Jenkins’ choreogra¬ 
phy? This thought, and many 
others of a similarly desperate 
nature, passed through my 
head during last Friday’s 
opening performance of a 
two-week spring season by 
the Margaret Jenkins Dance 
Company at Theater Artaud. 

The comparison, however, 
between Jenkins and pornog¬ 
raphy is not altogether un¬ 
warranted. In pornography, 
boredom, repetitiveness and 
pervasive intellectual vacuity 
are givens; the mental 
washout is, in fact, an essen¬ 
tial and welcome part of the 
art form’s aesthetic. In Jenk¬ 
ins’ work, we find the same 
qualities, but the package 
screams with pretensions to 
higher purpose, artistic vision, 
even meaningfulness in the 
face of postmodern hells.

counters. The decor is simply 
dark and smoky, in a night- 
clubish sort of way, and the 
costumes (by Jenkins’ bonded- 
at-birth collaborator Sandra 
Woodall) are mostly black, 
mostly lycra and lace, and 
mostly a colossal, Madon- 
naesque cliche. 

Sure, Unrest works the 
nerves: that’s the morality, or, 
better, the moral piety of the 
piece. Despite the twin titilla- 
tions of exposed flesh and po¬ 


tentially kinky sex (a male-fe¬ 
male couple demonstrate their 
version of water sports), 
there’s nothing dirty or re¬ 
motely cathartic about this 
drone drama. And that’s two 
more reasons why I’d rather 
spend an evening with a good 
fuck film. 

Dance Delusions 

Friday’s program also in¬ 
cluded a repeat of Woman 
Window Square (1990), an ex¬ 


perimental film project con¬ 
cerning a woman’s persecution 
(by unnamed sources) or her 
delusion of persecution (it’s all 
rather vague). The dancers 
made occasional appearances, 
serving as counterpoint to and 
visual relief from the film’s 
grainy, poorly lit imagery. One 
could not help but think that 
adult videos, by comparison, 
have presently achieved much 
higher standards, in both pro¬ 
duction values and interest. ▼

underlying cause of such des¬ 
perate acts of destruction is; 
and how to transform a 
greed-based society into com¬ 
munities of equality and tran¬ 
scendent values. 

Republicans and Demo¬ 
crats blame each other with 
two-faced political oppor¬ 
tunism, White House repre¬ 
sentatives point to “evil” loot¬ 
ers and blame the Great Soci¬ 
ety, and only Jerry Brown ol 
all the mainstream candidates 
asks the basic questions, the 
answers to which will begin 
to provide a direction for 
change. 

Now more than ever musi¬ 
cians need to raise their voic¬ 
es about things that truly mat¬ 
ter and stop being manipulat¬ 
ed by corporate needs or the 
neurosis of fame. 

Yes, the body needs to 
move, but the mind, most im¬ 
portantly, needs to groove. 

Here are three very differ¬ 
ent musicians who raise the 
important questions about 
earth, relationships, power, 
greed and vision in a variety 
of styles and genres — with 
the skills and talent that 
makes music materially more 
significant than any politi¬ 
cian’s rhetoric. 

Tracy Chapman 
Matters of the Heart 
(Elektra) 

While being “dissed” by 
mainstream critics for being 
stuck in the same “too seri¬ 
ous” soapbox groove, Tracy 
Chapman remains true to a 
humanitarian vision of 
change. This strong, young 
black woman, with a nonvio¬ 


lent, MLK-based, feminist-fu¬ 
eled insight, reveals the folly 
and destruction of children 
learning/being taught to role 
model self-destructive behav¬ 
ior. 

Be it guns as symbols of 
power or drugs as illusions of 
success, Chapman critiques a 
society that from top to bot¬ 
tom seems hellbent on self- 
centered greed. 

Equally important is the 
Zen-like musical accompani¬ 
ment that, like an aural med¬ 
itation, soul-guides bitter 
truths through the psyche 
with a soothing and persua¬ 
sive sound compression that 
maintains the heartbeat as the 
essential percussion to any 
meaningful music. 

This is music that speaks 
both of the hard and bitter 
truth of the world we all live 
in, but never forgets that mat¬ 
ters of the heart are equally 
lusty and passionate. 


A Native American politi¬ 
cal activist, poet and actor — 
who recently in Thunder- 
heart created a character that 
for once in a Hollywood film 
showed a complicated, con¬ 
temporary Native American 
grappling with empower¬ 
ment, self-esteem, identity 
and spirituality against the 
manipulations of an insensi¬ 
tive government, corrupt Indi¬ 
an leaders, drug and alcohol 
addiction, and naked greed 
and self-interest — now has 
made a brilliant, talking-ritual 
recording.

The former American Indi¬ 
an Movement (AIM) leader, 
with the support and participa¬ 
tion of progressive musicians 
Kris Kristofferson, Bob Dylan, 
Jackson Browne and the late 
Native American guitarist 
Jesse Ed Davis, went from the 
reservation to the recording 
studio. Browne, as producer, 
assembled a first-class group

Bricks Are Heavy 
(Slash) 

Flailing their instruments 
like demonic sorcerers, L7 has 
not only broken way beyond 


the already broken gender 
line, they’ve fundamentally 
changed the rules of the rock 
’n’ roll game. Sure, there are 
beauty touches — a flash of 
mascara and tint of lips and 
multicolored hair streaks by 
some mad color queen — but 
unlike any of the het, painted- 
boy, hair bands (Poison, Skid 
Row, etc.), L7 seems to do it 
more for fun and self-esteem 
than to present themselves as 
sex bait. 

Formerly on SubPop, the 
most important alternative la¬ 
bel in the world (this month), 
L7 makes its major-label debut 
on Slash, the little major label 
that gives a noisy damn. With 
Nirvana producer Butch Vig 
at the knobs, the total-energy 
overload and magnetic 
“ovaries-to-the-wall” sound of 
libido liberation is captured in 
a way that mirrors aurally the 
dynamic live gestalt of L7. 

Long a favorite among 
queer audiences for both their 
refusal to conform to stereo¬ 
type and their outspoken com¬ 
mitment in the AIDS battle, 
these four women who have 
taunted straight creeps into 
calling them dykes have just 
smiled back, picked up their 
guitars and jammed back a 
“what’s-so-bad-about-being-a- 
dyke” aural assault that would 
make Madonna proud. 

“Wargasm,” “Diet Pill,” 
“Sh it list,’ ’ “Pretend We’re 
Dead” (the MTV video) and 
“This Ain’t Pleasure” are the 
standout songs, and their titles 
speak to the content. ▼

symbol for contagion, while it 
will always have the 
connotation of healing and 
life-giving.” 

One of the more engaging¬ 
ly titled pieces in the exhibit 
is Donald Moffet’s Oh Babv: 
Sheet with a Fuck Hole. A 
bedsheet, into which the artist 
has stitched a hole at its cen¬ 
ter, has previously been shown 
open and hanging on the wall. 

“Here,” Sikkema says, 
“Mofett’s chosen to fold it in 
the manner that an American 
flag would be folded on the 
casket of a deceased military 
veteran. It’s been placed in a 
drawer, as it would be, per¬ 
haps by a widow, after the fu¬ 


neral. 

“There’s a whole issue of 
healing as a political act,” 
Sikkema concludes, “which 
could be another exhibition al¬ 
together. With ‘Healing’ we’re 
talking about a more subtle, 
quiet way of internalization 
and then externalization. Tom 
Friedman’s jar that has been 
covered with Pepto Bismol 
can remind me of a beautiful 
minimal light object from the 
’60s, but I would suggest that 
it is as powerful a voice on be¬ 
half of healing as the 
AIDS/Bush flag that’s been

vaudeville sketches and radio 
programs that preceeded live 


television. And it never ceases 
to amaze me just how much 
dramatic action takes place in 
the tiny living space of the 
Kramden apartment. The 
characters were more than 
“types” but they were still car¬ 
icatures, full of sharp human 
emotion yet presented in a 
two-dimensional style. 

It is this same vigorous 
style that director Joe Weath- 
erby and writer/actors Joseph 
Leonardi and Jeff Thompson 
transfer to the stage in One 
of These Days, currently 
playing at Josie’s Cabaret and 


Juice Joint. 

Thompson plays Frank, 
the fictional gay son of Ralph 
Kramden, the character por¬ 
trayed by Jackie Gleason in 
the original Honeymooners. 
Like his predecessor, Frank is 
loud and large, quick to lose 
his temper but ever affection¬ 
ate toward his roommate/best 
friend Ted. As the son of Ed 
Norton (Art Carney’s charac¬ 
ter), Ted is a lightfooted, over¬ 
sexed (at least in conversa¬ 
tion), fastidious flake played 
by Joseph Leonardi. Wise¬ 
cracks and insults fly back 


and forth as tempers rise, but 
the dirt-dishing is always soft¬ 
ened by endearments. Instead 
of “to the moon,” Frank 
threatens “over the rainbow, 
Dorothy.” 

Sparring Partners 

The actors play off each 
other smoothly and precisely. 
They’re just two normal gay 
guys trying to pay their bills, 
acquire their political rights 
and find love in San Francis¬ 
co. To watch the two of them 
together is to reminisce about 
their television fathers and re¬ 
call a style of comedic spar¬ 
ring that never gets tiresome. 

Because of the style and 
story, I am tempted to say, “In 
this episode... .” The dramatic 
situation is rather slim for a 
full-length play. Ted and 
Frank write personal ads for 
each other and each of them 
accepts the only positive re¬ 
sponse he receives. Naturally, 
both dates are disastrous (did 
Ralph Norton ever succeed at 
anything?), but the friendship 
carries on — buddies forever. 
Gary Hinton and Aric Cushing 
play the dates, and ’Drew 
Todd as the set-changing lady 
and an obnoxious waiter is a 
show unto himself. All this 
takes place under the master¬ 
ful direction of Joe Weatherby. 

After the play was over, I 
wondered if the creators/stars 
had considered pursuing the 
idea that they could present 
One of These Days as a serial 
theater piece — a new episode 
of Ted and Frank’s misadven¬ 
tures every month or so. Not a. 
bad thought. T 



Gay Playwright 
Returns to Action 

Most folks in SF know 
George Birimisa as a body¬ 
builder, but before that incar¬ 
nation he was a playwright 
during a period (beginning in 
the '60s) when, he told the 
B.A.R. last week, "most of 
the gay playwrights were 
writing camp. Very few 
were writing serious plays 
about gay life/' 

Birimisa's first play. De¬ 
grees, "a one-act, autobio¬ 
graphical drama about my re¬ 
lationship with a doctor/' 
opened in the mid-1960s at 
Theatre Genesis in New 
York. "The Village Voice 
would rave about my plays," 
Birimisa says, "but the New 
York Times acted like I was 
a monster and my agent 
used to get kicked out of 
producers' offices." 

After a decade-plus ab¬ 
sence from the theatre, Bir¬ 
imisa has written a new play. 
The Man With the Straight 
Hair, which will get a free 
staged reading at Josie's 
Cabaret (861-7933) on May 
17 at 4 p.m. 

"It's set in the '50s and is 
basically about a young man 
who can't quite face the fact 
that he's gay so he has an 
affair with a woman while 
he's living with a man. It's a 
piece about the pressures of 
being gay in the '50s."

Disking 

Dietrich

O ne of the earlier 
snippets of song I 
remember my mo¬ 
ther singing is, “Just 
see what the boys in the back¬ 
room will have, and tell them 
I’m having the same.” Only 
later did I realize the irony of 
my teetotaller mom’s singing, 
but by then I had my intro¬ 
duction to the music of Mar¬ 
lene Dietrich. 

Sitting around in those 
teen years, hearing the 
throaty Marlene sing (from 
The Blue Angel), “Lola, Lola 
— everybody knows me. Ask 
the first man you see, he’ll 
know where to find me,” 
made me feel good about as¬ 
sertive sexuality. “Falling in 
Love Again” (also from The 
Blue Angel) gave me a feel¬ 
ing for what it meant to be 
sultry and alluring. However, 
since the Vietnam War was 
still being fought when I was 
growing up, the song which 
she sang which meant the 
most to me (and still does) is 
“Lili Marlene.” 

Outside the barracks by 
the corner light 

I’ll always stand and wait 
for you at night. 

We will create a world for 
two 

I’ll wait for you the whole 
night through 

For you Lili Marlene, for 
you Lili Marlene. 

She sang this song during 
a war against fascism, and 
somehow that has always 
seemed appropriate to me, 
the notion of love sustaining 
people in their fight against 
evil. 

The Best of Marlene Diet- 
rich (originally released by 


Columbia Records) provides a 
good introduction to her mu¬ 
sical work. Along with “Boys 
in the Backroom,” “Lola,” 
“Falling in Love Again,” and 
“Lili Marlene” are “Go ’Way 
From My Window,” “La Vie 
En Rose,” ‘‘Honeysuckle 
Rose,” “The Laziest Gal in 
Town,” “I Wish You Love” 
and “Jonny.” An introduction 
from Noel Coward is also on 
this collection. 

The introduction (as well 
as many of the recordings) ac¬ 
tually comes from another al¬ 
bum, Marlene Dietrich at the 
Cafe De Paris. This album as 
well is an acceptable introduc¬ 
tory collection, since it in¬ 
cludes the favorites men¬ 
tioned above, with the excep¬ 
tion of “Lola.” 

Marlene took it upon her¬ 
self to cover some early ’60s 


tunes like “Puff the Magic 
Dragon,” “Blowing in the 
Wind” and “Where Have All 
the Flowers Gone.” Though 
sweet, they are not as moving 
as the early works she made 
famous. Several albums of 
her music are also available 
in her native German. 

I refer to albums because 
that is what I have, and what 
I found when I went looking 
for her music (Medium Rare 
Records even has a display). 
CDs are also available. Diet¬ 
rich’s voice has a smokey, 
deep quality (I have read de¬ 
scriptions that compare it to 
black leather). Even though 
Marlene didn’t record for 
over 20 years, the world 
seems diminished by her ab¬ 
sence. “I’ll always keep you in 
my heart, with me Lili Mar¬ 
lene.” ▼

people, they often had to re¬ 
duce the image to one of a 
common denominator that 
could be understood and ac¬ 
cepted by more people. They 
bent the images to conform to 
the ideology to which they 
owed their allegiance. They 
were the public relations spe¬ 
cialists of the day. 

Today, instead of tithing or 
sacrificing crops or young chil¬ 
dren to our deities, we buy the 
products and services that they 
endorse. We pay for the 
movies, the souvenirs. The 
reasoning is that if we buy 
these products, we can be clos¬ 
er to the gods; we can belong 
to their inner circle. To us 
queers, that’s one way of be¬ 
longing to a culture that would 
have us not belong. 

But Dietrich disdained the 
publicists, choosing instead to 
spin her own web of outre 
sexuality and desire. And if 
she’d listened to the PR peo¬ 
ple, would they have permit¬ 
ted her to wear top hat and 
tails? Would they have permit¬ 
ted her to kiss another woman 
on screen? As purveyors of the 
dominant (heterosexual) ideol¬ 
ogy, it’s doubtful they would 
have permitted anything quite 
so risky. 

As queer people, we are 
desperately seeking represen¬ 
tation in the popular culture — 
representation of our own 
lives, our own power, our own 
joy. We so rarely see this in 
the art forms of the dominant 
ideology, that we grab at 
straws. When we see a strong 
woman in the movies, we are 
quick to claim her as a lesbian. 
We react similarly to men who 


could be perceived as gay. We 
seek the blessing of the stars 
for our lives and for our 
lifestyles. 

All too often, we turn our 
faces to the heavens for a 
blessing, and see instead a les¬ 
bian with an ice pick, or a gay 
man committing suicide. We 
look to Olympus for an identi¬ 
ty that has legitimacy, and 
when we find that identity, we 
cheer. 

One More Child 
To Carry On 

So, Marlene Dietrich is 
dead. Who’s next in the pan¬ 
theon? Madonna leaps to mind 
— another strong woman who 
shuns the middle-of-the-road 
rules of sexuality and gender, 
choosing instead to create her 
own outlaw image. Her image 
of desire hauntingly parallels 
Dietrich’s own refusal to obey 
the rules of gender presenta¬ 
tion. 

But who are our truly 
queer celebrities? Our stars? 
And can we get them to a 
point of real universal stardom 
in this culture? 

The celebrity-makers of to¬ 
day are not queer-friendly; and 
they’re not going to be making 
any images that really reflect 
me — or you. We need to do 
this ourselves, in our own 
queer art, our own queer cul¬ 
ture. By our support of queer 
art, we are making our own 
stars. And if we broaden our 
queer art and culture to wel¬ 
come others, then we’ve made 
an inroad on the dominant ide¬ 
ology. 

Here in the now post-Diet¬ 
rich era we’re standing on the 
edge of bigpossibilities, where 
a queer god and a queer god¬ 
dess could conceivably enter 
the pantheon of stars — as a 
queer. We need one of our 
own to smile down on us.T

Melissa Baer, who went to 
college with Holsclaw in Ne¬ 
braska, was cast as the chef of 
the Cafe Carl after she took 
part in initial readings of the 
play. “I don’t remember being 
shocked,” she claims. “I was 
excited. I found it extremely 
funny, and I’m more affected 
and moved when I laugh.” 

Ken Steinmetz, the striking 
redhead who plays the cafe’s 
manager, Charles, says, “It re¬ 
ally pushes the limits of com¬ 
edy, but I think that’s the best 
kind, that goes over the edge. 
It affects you, it opens you up 
because it’s so absurd that all 
these people are dying, and 
then it offers its poignancy. It 
cuts through the fear of death 
to see something on the other 
side.” 

The steadfast, calm voice of 
director Sabin Epstein, who 
directed the Kennedy Center 
revival of Life of the Party, as 
well as ACT’s A Tale of Two 
Cities and Cyrano de Berger¬ 
ac, puts the outrage issue to 
rest. “There are a number of 
things within the script that 
will upset people. But after liv¬ 
ing with this script for a while, 
I don’t think there is anything 
extreme about it. It all seems 
very real, justified and purely 
motivated. 

“Most of the dramatic liter¬ 
ature of the epidemic is really 
Dark Victory with boys,” he 
says. “But now we’re at a dif¬ 
ferent stage of the epidemic 
which nobody has addressed. 
This is the dark side; it’s 
flipped over. This is really a 
warped Mary Tyler Moore.” 

Holsclaw lunges at the

idea. “The Baddest of Boys i s 
Life of the Party’s evil twin,” 
he exclaims. “Where the earli¬ 
er play dealt with the first per¬ 
son you knew who had 
AIDS,” Holsclaw says, “this 
play is ten years later, and it’s 
not the first person you know 
with AIDS, it’s like the 99th. If 
there is anything offensive 
about the play, it’s the irrever¬ 
ent tone taken toward things 
that are sacred to society, like

size, and his body looked like 
he’d been bathed in tar. And 
there he was, this addled old 
man.

“When you’ve had whole 
groups of people die in the 
most horrid ways, with de¬ 
mentia and all of these things, 
and you still go on with the 
daily business of life, it be¬ 
comes a circus. It is comedy — 
the comedy of life, which is 
human tragedy.” 

This is the reality that The 
Baddest of Boys portrays. But 
why? 

Lacquement hits the homer. 
“When I’ve told people about 
the play, they’ve said it was 
time for something like this.” 

Holsclaw concurs. “I think 
the play will be a breath of 
fresh air to a lot of people who

have been inundated with so 
much death and dying and 
personal pressure. I think 
there’ll be a strong identifica¬ 
tion factor, there’ll just be a 
big ‘Yes!’ factor. 

“In The Baddest of Boys, I 
have Lazio say, ‘I want to 
make something so people 
will remember what this was 
like for people like you and 
me in case there’s nobody 
around who remembers.’ 

“This play is a time capsule 
piece about life in San Fran¬ 
cisco in the early ’90s, saying, 
‘This is what it was like, this is 
what it feels like, right now.’ ” 

And the way it feels, as 
painted by Holsclaw in The 
Baddest of Boys, is absurdly, 
farcically tragic. ▼

Frolov. Schneider said the sto¬ 
ry focuses on how Roslyn and 
Cicely came to the town to 
create an artists’ utopia, a 
place where people would be 
free to live without prejudice. 

Though the episode is 
sprinkled with subtle refer¬ 
ences to the fact that the two 
women are romantically in¬ 
volved, Schneider said their 
sexuality is not an issue. 

“The relationship is moving 
and powerful,” Schneider said. 
“We hope people are affected 
by it.” 

Director Rob Thompson 
said the show isn’t trying to 
make a statement with the 
episode, but merely highlight¬ 
ing the relationship between 
two women who love each 
other. 


Jo Anderson, who plays 
Roslyn, said she isn’t con¬ 
cerned about the public’s reac¬ 
tion to the characters. 

“I’m portraying the charac¬ 
ter as a person,” she said. “I 
think there’s an unnatural fo¬ 
cus on sexuality across the 
board, and especially the me¬ 
dia. In this case, it’s about 
love, and a commitment to 
higher ideals.” 

Yvonne Suhor, who plays 
Cicely, said she loved the 
script because the women are 
extraordinary characters. 
Suhor agreed that the show 
isn’t about sexuality. 

“Their souls are one,” she 
said. “They don’t have to com¬ 
promise ... and they don’t suc¬ 
cumb to social mores.” 

Executive producer Joshua 
Brand said the basis of North¬ 
ern Exposure is putting aside 
the polarizations that exist in 
life. Brand said the “Cicely” 
episode is simply a part of 
that.

The Joys of Rowing

I ’ve been in Boston this 
spring pursuing an edu¬ 
cation in medical anthro¬ 
pology, and I could not 
resist one great opportunity 
that all Ivy League schools 
have to offer: the chance to 
row crew. 

Having grown up in 
Philadelphia, the lure of col¬ 
lege boat houses started early 
— skulls holding one, two, 
four and eight rowers could 
be seen on spring days cruis¬ 
ing down the Schulkyll. 

Though crew is not as 
common in San Francisco, it 
does exist, and where there is 
fresh water, rowboats, if not 
skulls, can be found. 
Whether actually out on the 
water or using a machine in 
the gym, rowing is rivalled 
only by cross-country skiing 
as the best overall condition¬ 
er, both for cardiovascular 
and strength training. 

The reasons for this are 
many. The most obvious, car¬ 
diovascular conditioning, oc¬ 
curs because of the constant 
repetition of the movement. 
During a race or power work¬ 
out, the oar must pull through 
the water and recover approx¬ 
imately 24 to 30 times per 
minute. Even if you feel like 
“taking it easy,” a certain 
amount of power is required 
just to push the oar through 
the water in time. 

Secondly, rowing involves 
the entire body. Imagine do¬ 
ing a leg press, back row and 
chest press 20 times a minute 
and you should have a vague 
picture of what I mean. Then, 
add to that 20 wrist curls (re¬ 
quired to “feather” the blade 
each stroke). 

Those of you who prefer a 


mental challenge would really 
enjoy this sport as it takes to¬ 
tal concentration to 1) get the 
blade of the oar in and out 
correctly each time and 2) do 
it in time with the other sev¬ 
en crew members. 

Because this boat is basi- 
cally*rjust a very light, long 
shell, the only thing that pre¬ 
vents it from tipping over is 
the length of the oars sitting 
in the water. The only thing 
that keeps it from rocking un¬ 
controllably is the total preci¬ 
sion and synchronization of 
the rowers with each other. 

It’s a challenge, but it is 
also a lot of fun and incredi¬ 
bly rewarding. The first time 
your team manages to row 
“all eight” without rocking un¬ 
controllably will mark a day 
you’ll probably remember the 
rest of your life. 

I’ve heard reports that 
crews have been seen on 
Lake Merced. I’m also told 
that Stanford has a crew team 
and probably U. C. Berkeley 
as well. I’m hoping that I can 
convince enough of you — 
women and men — to become 
involved in this sport so that 
by the time I return in the 
summer there will be a new 
team or two forming. 

Some Tips on Technique 

First, I’ll review body me¬ 
chanics. This also applies to 
the use of a rower at the gym. 
Both hands should grip the 
oar with a firm but relaxed 
grip. Seated with a straight 
back, push out on the oar 
with straight arms. 

When your arms can reach 
no further, continue the 
movement with your upper 
body. Your hands and the oar 
should have passed your 
knees (for obvious reasons)

pressure and the multiple QB 
sacks, We Came To Play 
proved too much to handle 
with the final score 26-0.

before you begin to bend 
your knees. 

When your knees are as 
bent as possible and your 
body is leaning as far forward 
and out toward the water as 
possible, allow the blade of 
the oar to drop into the water 
(the “catch”). It should be 
“squared,” which means that 
the edge of the blade should 
be vertical. If you allow the 
blade to drop into the water 
rather than push it in, the 
blade should descend to the 
correct depth. 

Next, straighten your legs 
first, then continue to pull 
the oar toward you (approxi¬ 
mately mid-torso, depending 
on how tall you are) until you 
are seated upright again. Do 
not allow yourself to lean 
back! 

When the oar handle 
reaches your body, push your 
arms straight down into your 
lap while you flick your 
wrists back. The wrist move¬ 
ment is the necessary ingredi¬ 
ent for “feathering” the blade. 
The result of feathering is 
that the blade is now flat and 
parallel to the water. 

To prevent the oar blade 
from actually touching the 
water as you move it back 
into position again (the recov¬ 
ery), press down on your oar 
as you push it forward. Re¬ 
member to push with straight 
arms and then torso before 
bending the knees. 

When you are ready for 
the catch, flick your wrists in 
the opposite direction (curl as 
opposed to flex) to square the 
blade. Remember to straight¬ 
en out your wrists as soon as 
you’ve squared the blade, be¬ 
fore you push the oar through 
the water, or you’ll tire your

forearms even more than nec¬ 
essary. 

Things to Know 

Space limitations prohibit 
me from going into more de¬ 
tail regarding seat positions, 
nautical terms, etc., but there 
are some things you should 
watch out for. 

Most important, do not put 
your foot into the bottom of 
the boat when you get in or 
you’ll probably make a hole. 
Put your foot on the wooden 
enforcement in the center of 
the boat until you’ve taken 
your seat (watch out, they 
slide), and put your feet into 
the shoes attached to your 
slide. 

Do not dig your oar too 
deeply into the water or you 
will “catch a crab,” a delightful 
term that refers to the fact that 
your oar is stuck in the water 
and you can’t pull it out. 

Maintain the same height 
level on the recovery. In other 
words, if you look out at your 
oar, it should continue to be 
the same distance above the 
water the whole time. Going 
too high will “sky” the oar and 
rock the boat. Going too low 
means the oar will contact the 
water, bounce off and slow the 
boat. 

And finally (though after 
this horrendous list of instruc¬ 
tions it will seem an absurd 
suggestion to make): stay re¬ 
laxed! Once you and your 
teammates have gotten used to 
each other and the boat, it will 
be balanced (“set”), and you’ll 
be off and rowing! ▼

The good news is 
that as of May 6, the Every 
Penny Counts Project (penny 
jars) announced that a grand 
total of $414,024.14 has been 
collected since the project was 
begun by the late Fred Skau 
in August 1987 for the AIDS 
Emergency Fund. 

Some 3,000 PWAs have 
been recipients of your gen¬ 
erosity, and the statement I 
received notes that 
$289,816.89 was paid out for 
rents. Another $12,420.72 was 
dispensed for PG&E bills and 
$24,841.44 went for telephone 
obligations. In addition, med¬ 
ical payments in the amount 
of $66,243.86 were made and 
miscellaneous expenses for 
PWAs were covered in the 
amount of $20,701.23. 

As a participant in the coin 
collecting process, I want you 
to know how hard everyone 
works. Along with your gen¬ 
erosity you might consider 
not, repeat, not rolling the 
pennies in wrappers or 
putting foreign objects such 
as screws, buttons, false fin¬ 
gernails and other things in 
the jars — they only screw up 
the coin-counting machines.
